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County Road Systems and Their Relation 
to Improvement of Florida's Highways 


Oil January 1, 1948 it was esti¬ 
mated that there existed a total of 
more than 48,000 miles of rural roads 
and city streets in the state of Flor¬ 
ida. Of this mileage, some 8,736 
miles are included within the state 
maintained system, consisting prin¬ 
cipally of primary and secondary 
routes of state-wide importance and 
their urban extensions. The remain¬ 
ing mileage is under the administra¬ 
tion of local governmental units, 
with approximately 30,000 miles of 
roads under county jurisdiction. This 
mileage of rural county roads is of 
extreme importance to many of the 
people of Florida, as it includes 
many miles of farm-to-market roads, 
school bus routes and rural free de¬ 
livery routes, as well as providing 
the means by which a large propor¬ 
tion of the rural population 
of the state had access to social 
cultural and recreational facilities. 
At the present time it is estimated 
that nearly 80% of these roads are 
unpaved. 

Financing of County Roads 

The principal source of revenue 
for the improvment and mainten¬ 
ance of roads of all classes in Florida 
conies from a portion of the tax 
levied on gasoline used for highway 
purposes. At the present time, six 
cents of the seven-cent state gasoline 
tax is expended on roads, with four 
cents going directly to the State 
Road Department for use on the 
state-maintained system. The re¬ 
maining two cents goes to the State 
Board of Administration, and is dis¬ 
tributed by this agency. Revenues 
gained from the seventh cent of the 
gasoline tax is divided equally be¬ 
tween the State General Revenue 
Fund and state fund for common 
schools. Each cent of the gasoline 
tax currently represents an income 
of about $6,000,000 per year. 

The revenue obtained by the State 
Board of Administration from this 
so-called Surplus Second Gas Tax is 
apportioned to the counties on the 
basis of a formula that takes into ac¬ 
count (1) area (2) population and 
(3) contribution to state roads.

These funds are placed in each coun¬ 
ty’s account and used to retire out¬ 
standing indebtedness incurred in 
that county prior to July 1, 1931 for 
the construction of roads and 
bridges. The balance not needed for 
debt retirement in each county is dis¬ 
tributed as surplus, with 80% going 
to the State Road Department for 
use in constructing state-designated 
routes in that county, and 20% going 
directly to the county commissioners 
for use on local roads. 

In addition to the state funds 
available to the counties, the federal 
government has also made funds 
available on a 50-50 matching basis 
as a part of the Federal-aid second¬ 
ary program. These funds, which at 
the present time amount to $2,168,- 
000 per year, are to be expended 
upon secondary and farm-to-market 
roads designated by the counties in 
cooperation with the State Road De¬ 
partment and the Public Roads Ad¬ 
ministration. It is to be noted that, 
under the Federal Aid Highway Act 
of 1948, the amount of money avail¬ 
able for this purpose will drop to 
$1,938,000 for each of the fascal 
years ending June 30, 1950 and June 
30, 1951. It is expected that the des¬ 
ignated Federal-aid Secondary Sys¬ 
tem in Florida will eventually con¬ 
tain about 10,000 miles of roads. 

Disbursement of funds available 
under the Federal-aid secondary 
program is accomplished by the 
State Road Department in coopera¬ 
tion with the counties, although no 
definite method of apportionment is 
used. The program has been handled 
thus far simply on the basis of mak¬ 
ing certain that counties share equit¬ 
ably in all available federal funds, 
including those for the secondary 
system. The Road Department has 
not found it necessary to establish a 
special division for the purpose of 
handling this program, but depends 


upon the various division engineers 
for cooperation with the counties. 
All construction plans needed under 
this program are prepared by the 
Department. This is somewhat con¬ 
trary to procedures which have been 
established in other states, where 
special divisions have been set up to 
cooperate more closely with local 
governmental units and where many 
of the larger counties have prepared 
plans and supplied their own en¬ 
gineering services. 

In addition to the funds available 
for county roads from the federal 
and state-aid programs previously 
described, some revenue is obtained 
from taxes levied by the individual 
counties. This additional revenue is 
derived principally from ad valorem 
taxes. It is estimated that about six 
million dollars obtained in this fash¬ 
ion was expended on county roads in 
1947. 

Administration of County- 
Roads in Florida. 

From the standpoint of general 
organization, county governments in 
Florida present a uniform picture. 
That is, each of the 67 counties is 
governed by a county commission of 
five members, each of whom is elect¬ 
ed from one of the five commission¬ 
ers’ districts within the county. 

From the standpoint of admini¬ 
stration of county road and bridge 
affairs, however, these 67 county 
organizations present an extremely 
varied pattern. About ten counties 
have county engineers who are re¬ 
sponsible, under the commission, for 
construction and maintenance of 
roads and bridges. Still other coun¬ 
ties employ a road supervisor, who is 
generally not an engineer, but who 
fulfills some engineering functions 
and is responsible to the commission 
in road matters. Perhaps the nu¬ 
merical majority of counties in Flor¬ 
ida operate with no semblance of an 
engineering organization, each of the 
commissioners being responsible for 
road maintenance and construction 
in his own district. In at least one 
county (Holmes) the State Road De¬ 
partment is responsible, by agree- 
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ment, for all local road affairs, 
which principally consist of mainten¬ 
ance operations in this particular 
county. 

Under the various arrangements 
described above, certain counties op¬ 
erate under what might be called the 
“county-unit plan for roads.” In 
counties in which this method is em¬ 
ployed, operations are conducted 
through a central pool of equipment 
and personnel, and the improvement 
of roads and bridges is accomplished 
on a county-wide basis, rather than 
by individual districts. In other 
counties, district operations are car¬ 
ried forward independently, each 
commissioner operating with his own 
funds, equipment and personnel. 

Advantages claimed for the coun¬ 
ty-unit plan include the development 
of more stable and efficient road or¬ 
ganizations, the existence of high¬ 
er and more uniform standards of 
road building and maintenance, and 
the receipt of greater benefit from 


the expenditure of road funds. Pro¬ 
ponents of this plan state that coun¬ 
ties operating under the unit plan 
generally show better business man¬ 
agement, with improved budgeting 
of funds and uniform systems of cost 
accounting. Finally, counties oper¬ 
ating under this plan may be in a 
better position to cooperate with 
other governmental agencies, partic¬ 
ularly the State Hoad Department, 
in the programming, planning, design 
and construction of projects includ¬ 
ed under the Federal-aid secondary 
program. The assumption of a more 
active role by the counties is within 
the spirit of the Federal-aid law, 
which seeks to return as many of the 
functions of highway improvement 
as possible to local governmental 
units where local roads are involved. 

In conjunction with any statement 
of the advantages of the county-unit 
plan for roads must go a statement 
of the advantages of the wide use of 
skilled, professional engineering 


services by county governments. Ad¬ 
vantages claimed for the county-unit 
plan are greatly increased when road 
affairs are administered by a compe¬ 
tent engineer. Counties which do not 
have sufficient funds for the employ¬ 
ment of adequate engineering per¬ 
sonnel should give consideration to 
the combination of two or more ad¬ 
jacent counties for the purpose of 
securing proper technical direction 
of highway operation, pooling road 
equipment and centralizing its con¬ 
trol and repair. Advantages accom¬ 
panying the use of improved equip¬ 
ment and engineering skill could 
then be made available to the coun¬ 
ties participating in such an agree¬ 
ment at little cost. 

Recommendations for Good 
County Administration 

Recent studies of highway organi¬ 
zation and administration under¬ 
taken in several states have resulted 
in the presentation of several gener-

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ally accepted recommendations rela¬ 
tive to good road administration at 
the county level. 

Several suggestions for improving 
the administration of county roads 
in Michigan* serve as a basis for cer¬ 
tain of the following recommenda¬ 
tions, all of which are intended to 
insure that the taxpayer receives the 
greatest possible benefit from the ex¬ 
penditure of his tax dollar on local 
roads: 

1) Functions of the county com¬ 
mission relative to roads should be 
limited to matters of policy, with a 
competent engineer responsible for 
all management functions. 

2) The commission should provide 
for the maintenance of adequate and 
uniform cost and construction rec¬ 
ords, to serve as a basis for planning 
of an adequate long-range program 
and to guarantee more efficient use 
of local materials for road improve¬ 
ment. 

3) Operations should be conduct¬ 
ed under an annual improvement 
program, in keeping with the long- 
range program mentioned above and 
related to a definite annual budget. 

4) Construction plans and speci¬ 
fications should be prepared for all 
contractual work, as well as for size¬ 
able improvements effected with 
county forces. 

5) Maintenance of roads and 
bridges should be conducted to uni¬ 
form standards and, insofar as pos¬ 
sible, the same uniformity should be 
attained on a state-wide basis. 

6) Sound business practices 
should be applied to county road- af 
fairs, including the adoption of uni¬ 
form accounting practices and stand¬ 
ard specifications for purchasing. 

7) Consideration should be given 
to the possibility of performing new 
construction operations relative to 
roads and bridges on a contract basis, 
rather than by county labor. It is 
recognized that maintenance opera¬ 
tions can usually be performed most 
efficiently by county forces. How¬ 
ever, reduced construction costs fre¬ 
quently result from contract rela¬ 
tionships, in that the county is re- 
leived of the necessity for purchas¬ 
ing heavy and specialized equipment 
and can take advantage of the con¬ 
struction “Know-how” and efficien¬ 
cy of a reputable contractor. 

Attainment of these objectives has 
been made easier in some states by 


the the earmarking of a portion of 
the state funds made available to the 
counties for use on local roads for 
engineering and administration, in¬ 
cluding funds for the accumulation 
of accurate and complete records. It 
may be that a similar procedure 
would have merit in Florida, provid¬ 
ing the basis for rational planning of 
improvements to county road sys¬ 
tems in the state. 

Long-Range Planning 

The improvement of the county 
road system of the state is important 
and necessary. However, the im¬ 
provement of the highway system 
should not be visualized in terms of 
the highway systems, i.e. state-main¬ 
tained system, county roads and city 
streets. Rather, it must be pictured 
as the development of an integrated 
whole, in which all the people of the 
state will share proportionally, reap 
appropriate benefits and share equit¬ 
ably in the total costs of improve¬ 
ments. In this regard, it is essential 
that development of the highway 
system be based upon sound long- 
range planning — planning based 
upon engineering and economic facts 
—planning which will provide for 
the over-all development of Florida’s 
highway system in the years to come. 

Studies of this type have recently 
been completed in California and 
Michigan, and long-range plans have 
been presented to state legislative 
groups for action. Similar studies 
are now in progress in at least ten 
other states. These studies have 
taken into account all the factors— 
historical, legal, social, economic and 
engineering—which affect the high¬ 
way needs of these states, and have 
presented recommendations for or¬ 
derly, systematic improvement of the 
state highway system in a fashion 
calculated best to serve the interests 
of all population groups. 

Such a study would serve many 
purposes in Florida. For example, 
counties in this state receive only 
about 12% of the funds classified as 
motor vehicle imposts (and most of 
this goes for debt retirement), as 
compared with 24% for the United 
States as a whole. The dire financial 
plight of Florida’s cities is well 
known, and steps must be taken in 
the very near future to provide addi¬ 
tional money for badly needed street 
improvements. Collection and analy¬ 
sis of all the facts would show how 


present inequities can be remedied, 
and where additional money, if re¬ 
quired, must come from to meet the 
needs of local governments. 

It is recommended that a complete 
study of highway needs in Florida 
be undertaken immediately, and that 
such a study be expected to evolve a 
sound, long-range plan for the devel¬ 
opment and improvement of Flor¬ 
ida’s highway system. It is further 
recommended that a joint legislative 
committee be formed, either by the 
Governor or by action of the State 
Legislature, to cooperate in such a 
study with appropriate federal, state, 
county and city agencies, highway 
user groups, the road-building in¬ 
dustry, and interested farm and busi¬ 
ness organizations. The ten-year plan 
of improvement of the state-main¬ 
tained system, recently prepared by 
the State Road Department, could 
serve as a nucleus for the proposed 
study, but it should be expanded to 
cover all elements of Florida’s high¬ 
way and street system. Recommen¬ 
dations of this group should be car¬ 
ried to the people of the state, and 
necessary legislative and financial 
provisions made to insure fulfillment 
of the long-range objectives of the 
study. Only through such action will 
the ever-increasing demands of the 
people of Florida for improved high¬ 
way transportation be realized. 
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COUNTY ACTIVITIES and PERSONALITIES 


Martin County’s portion of road and 
bridge debt owed to Palm Beach County 
has been settled. The debt was the out¬ 
growth of a bond issue by Palm Beach 
County to finance roads and bridges 
in District 8 prior to the creation of 
Martin County in 1925. County Engi¬ 
neer J. M. Boyd explained that the final 
payment of $13,847.60 meant no addi¬ 
tional money in the Palm Beach County 
funds as it will be used by the State 
Board of Administration to retire other 
road and bridge debts of the County 
administered by the Board. The tran¬ 
saction will be made by transferring 
the amount of the payment from the 
funds of Martin County deposited in 
the State Agency to Palm Beach Coun¬ 
ty’s credit. 

• 

Escambia County is expecting an 
allocation of $281,000 during the year 
of 1949 from the surplus gas tax. This 
was made known in a letter to the 
county officials from Ralph A. Potts, 
executive director of the State Board 
of Administration. The figures are 
merely an estimate, however, Potts em¬ 
phasized. The surplus is distributed 
80% to the Road Department and 20% 
to the county. From its share of the 
surplus, the Road Department pays the 
county around $90,000 on a lease-pur¬ 
chase agreement covering the Thomas 
A. Johnson Bridge, which amount is 


used to retire bonds outstanding on the 
bridge. 

• 

Pinellas County is again under a two 
party rule after 20 years under Demo¬ 
cratic control. Republicans Joseph 
Cramer and Edward H. LaVoie took 
their seats as County Commissioners on 
January 4. Cramer won his post over 
veteran Democratic Commissioner and 
retiring Chairman Beckett who had held 
the post of Commissioner 32 years. 

• 

Polk County Commissioner E. A. Lau¬ 
rent who took office the first of the 
year gave evidence of an unusual hu¬ 
man and political trait when he ap¬ 
pointed M. M. Ebert, the man he defeat¬ 
ed in the recent election, as road super¬ 
intendent for the district. The act was 
a great departure from the attitude 
assumed by most winners in a political 
race. 

• 

Hillsborough County Commissioners 
have renewed the movement for con¬ 
struction of another bridge to span Old 
Tampa Bay and provide Hillsborough 
and Pinellas Counties with a third con¬ 
necting traffic link. At a recent Board 
meeting Chairman Ball pointed out that 
another bridge across the bay, to ease 
the traffic load on Gandy Bridge, was 
“badly needed.” Senators Raymond 
Sheldon (Hillsborough) and Henry S. 
Baynard (Pinellas) plan to introduce a 


bill in the 1949 Legislature calling for 
construction of this bridge to be operat¬ 
ed toll free. 

• 

Dade County has lost a valuable pub¬ 
lic servant with the retirement of Com¬ 
missioner Charles H. Crandon who had 
been a dominant figure on the county 
commission for 20 years. Through his 
efforts there have been many improve¬ 
ments in the county such as its park 
system, Dade County’s multi-million 
dollar airport and numerous other proj¬ 
ects. At times some of the battles he 
waged for public improvements seemed 
to be hopeless but he would fight to the 
finish, winning his goal. Though the 
county is losing a valuable servant by 
the retirement of Commissioner Cran¬ 
don the loss is lightened by the knowl¬ 
edge that he will continue to work as a 
private citizen for all that is best in the 
community. 

• 

Monroe County Commissioners again 
chose Frank Bentley as their Chairman 
at their meeting January 6. The new 
County Commissioner from Tavernier, 
Harry Harris, was selected by Chairman 
Bentley to head the road committee, 
which committee is responsible for con¬ 
struction of highways on the upper keys. 
Other members of this committee are 
Clarence Higgs and Gerald Saunders, 
who was also chosen Vice-chairman of 
the Commissioners.

Not only did it cut off 
access to Hobe Sound residents and 
those living between Hobe Sound 
and Jupiter, but it appeared likely to 
isolate the area from the winter flow 
of tourists. 

The engineering problems involved 
made the job of preparing plans and 
specifications for the big invitation 
difficult. The east bascule pier had 
partially collapsed canting the bascule 
leaf so much that it was not only 
inoperable but vehicles could not 
cross even when it was in place. 

In spite of the problems involved 
the job was advertised on May 31, just 
13 days after the failure, and the 
contract was let June 17. 

Responding to the urgent need and 
pleas of local citizens, Department 
personnel and the contractor did 
everything possible to expedite the 
job. The contractor was Cleary 
Brothers Construction Company of 
West Palm Beach and they gave this 
project top priority over all their 
contracts. 

Much credit is due J. S. Hucks, the 
job superintendent, for it was his 
practical knowledge and sound judg¬ 
ment that led to the early completion 
of the job. 

Restoration of the bridge involved 
six operations: first, removal of the 
old span; second, construction of a 
steel sheet pile cofferdam; third, re¬ 
moval of the old pier to the bottom 
of the counterweight pit; fourth, 
pouring a seal around the old footing; 
fifth, bringing the new footing and 
pier back to proper elevation, and 
sixth, placing the bascule leaf back 
into operating condition and position. 

It required a total of 32 days to 
remove the approximate 250 cubic 
yards of concrete in the old pier. If 
blasting had been permitted it could 
have been one in a fraction of the 
time. However, only pavement break¬ 
ers and air hammers could be used 
and as a great portion of this con¬ 
crete was mass this operation was 
time consuming. 

No particular difficulty was en¬ 
countered in setting the cofferdam, 
only the concern caused by the grad 


ual, continued movement of the 
remainder of the old pier. By the time 
the darn was set, the foundation piles 
driven and the seal ready to pour it 
had moved approximately five inches 
toward the channel. But the seal was 
poured promptly and its further 
‘ shenanigans ’ were stopped. 

At this stage Mr. Hucks, the job 
superintendent, suggested that the 
bascule leaf be jacked into final posi¬ 
tion and blocked, rather than removed 
and replaced after the pier was 
restored. The merits of this proce¬ 
dure in the interest of saving time 
were apparent. However, the leaf 
weighed about 70 tons and rested at 
an angle of 75 degrees longitudinally 
and 20 degrees laterally. The jacking 
operation would be mean and tedious. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Huck’s suggestion 
was followed. 

In the meantime the cofferdam was 
pumped out, forming for the pier 
up to the elevation of the track girder 
was begun, and preparations made to 
pour the pier up to that elevation. 

No plans for the centering and loca¬ 
tion of the trunnions with respect to 
the old pier could be located and 
many measurements on the span could 


only be assumed from those made on 
the opposite span. Centering of the 
track girders was based on these 
assumed measurements. 

Pouring of the pier up to eleva¬ 
tion of the track girders and pier 
walls was made in routine and sched¬ 
uled fashion. But always there re¬ 
mained that disturbing thought;— 
would the spans fit upon closure? 

On November 23, exactly 118 days 
after work was begun, the spans were 
lowered. They fit! Sighs of relief 
could be heard for miles around. The 
assumed measurements had been cor¬ 
rect. 

The bridge was opened to traffic 
on Thanksgiving Day (November 
25). The balance of the work left to 
be done was incidental and the job 
was finished in its entirety on Decem¬ 
ber 14, approximately one month 
sooner than the date stimpulated in 
the contract, and well in time for the 
tourist season. 

Cost of the job was $80,056. The 
contractor’s general superintendent 
was Joe H. Langford and the State 
Road Department Project Engineer 
was W. R. Sheffield, who supplied 
material for this review. 
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SHORT COURSE FOR STATE ROAD PERSONNEL 


RADNOR J. PAQUETTE 

Assistant Professor of Civil Engineering, University of Florida 

Thirteen engineering employees of the State Road 
Department of Florida have successfully completed the 
second of a series of twelve week training courses cur¬ 
rently being conducted by the Civil Engineering Depart¬ 
ment of the University of Florida. Members of this group 
were presented Avith certificates of achievement upon 
completion of the twelve week program on December 17, 
1948. 

The course was conducted under a cooperative pro¬ 
gram designed to raise the professional level and increase 
the efficiency of engineering personnel of the State Road 
Department. The cooperative program was inaugurated 
in June 1948, and a previous group of employees com¬ 
pleted the first course on August 20, 1948. 

Men attending the second course were selected upon 
the basis of the results of a ‘‘screen test” given to many 
employees of the State Road Department during the 
spring of 1948, and after careful examination of their 
personnel records. This group was composed of men hav¬ 
ing a fairly wide range of education and experience, and 
included designers, instrumentmen, draftsmen, inspectors 
and rodmen. The majority of the group were high school 
graduates, while others had had from one to three years 
cf college training. 

During the twelve weeks of training, the entire group 
received instruction in refresher mathematics; highway 
planning, location and design; and elementary soil me¬ 
chanics. In addition, about half the group, those having 
a slightly higher level of educational background, received 
six Aveeks instruction in elementary mechanics. Members 
of the group were praised by University officials for 
their interest in the course material and the effort exerted 
by them in completing the required course work. 

In general, it is felt that the two courses completed 
thus far under the cooperative training program have 
been highly successful, and that progress is being made 
toAvard the goal of increasing the professional abilities of 
men already employed by the State Road Department. 
In partial support of this statement it should be noted 
that tAvo of the men who completed the first course of 
training, J. D. Cooke and T. J. Isler, have become Regis¬ 
tered Professional Engineers in Florida, liaAdng success¬ 
fully passed the written examination recently given by 
the Florida State Board of Engineer Examiners. 

Plans are being made for a third course to be given 
under the cooperative training program and it is believed 
that instruction of another group will begin in the next 
few weeks.

BUDGET MEETING, JANUARY 24-25, 1949, AT LAKELAND 


ORGANIZATION MEETING, JANUARY 
5, 1949—TALLAHASSEE 

On Wednesday, January 5, at Tallahassee, the 
State Road Department held its first Quarterly 
Meeting for the year 1949, as an open meeting, 
with the followng Members appointed by the 
Governor on January 4 to succeed those whose 
terms expired on that day, in attendance: Alfred 
A. McKethan of Brooksville, Member from the 
First District; J. Glover Taylor of Jacksonville, 
Member from the Second District; Marion G. 
Nelson of Panama City, Member from the Third 
Distrct; Merrill P. Barber of Vero Beach, Mem¬ 
ber from the Fourth District; and Trusten P. 
Drake Jr. of Ocala, Member from the Fifth 
District. J. Robert McClure, Secretary, and L. A. 
Fraleigh Jr., Assistant Secretary, were also 
present. 

ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN 

With Mr. Taylor presiding, Mr. Drake nomi¬ 
nated Mr. McKethan for Chairman of the Board, 
which was seconded by Mr. Nelson. When Mr. 
Barber moved, with Mr. Nelson’s second, that 
nominations cease, Mr. McKethan was unani¬ 
mously elected to serve the Board as Chairman 
for the year 1949 or until his successor may be 
elected, and h* immediately took the chair.

All Engineering and other Department Heads 
and their assistants were invited into the meeting 
and responded wth their presence. 

PERSONNEL CHANGES—STATE HIGHWAY 
ENGINEER AND ASSISTANT DEGARMO 
AND McCALLUM TO SERVE AS 
CONSULTANTS 

The Chairman announced receipt of resigna¬ 
tions from the State Highway Engineer, Mr. 
E. C. DeGarmo, and from Mr. H. H. McCallum, 
Assistant State Highway Engineer, both effective 
at the pleasure of the Board. On motion by 
Mr. Taylor, seconded by Mr. Drake, the resigna¬ 
tions were accepted. 

On motion by Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Taylor, both Mr. DeGarmo and Mr. McCallum 
were asked by the Board to remain with the 
Department in the capacity of Consulting Engi¬ 


neer and of Engineering Consultant, respectively, 
at their same respective salaries, during the 
month of January. 

ACTING ENGINEERS NAMED—TURNBULL 
AND REYNOLDS 

The Chairman proposed that one of the Division 
Engineers be designated as Division Engineer and 
Acting State Highway Engineer, and said that 
he had asked Mr. Sam P. Turnbull, Divsion Engi¬ 
neer in the First Distrct, to assume such position, 
and that he had asked Mr. Scott Reynolds, now 
Location Engineer with the Department, to take 
the position of Location Engineer and Acting 
Assistant State Highway Engineer. Unon motion 
of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. Taylor, the 
Board unanimously approved the two appoint¬ 
ments.

LOAN OF SRD EMPLOYEE HARRY HOWARD 
TO CITY OF JACKSONVILLE 

The Board considered a request from Mayor 
C. Frank Whitehead of the City of Jacksonville 
that the services of Mr. Harry Howard, the De¬ 
partment’s Assistant Traffic Engineer, be made 
available for the organization of a city traffic 
engineer’s division in connection with proposed 
analyses and improvement to the present traffic 
sign and signal system of Jacksonville.

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr.

BE IT RESOLVED that the Chairman of this 
Department, Alfred A. McKethan, be and he is 
hereby authorized and directed to sign, for and 
in behalf of the State Road Department, all 
project agreements and other papers relating to 
the use of Federal-Aid highway funds in Florida. 
MATTER OF PROHIBITING FISHING FROM 
BAHIA HONDA BRIDGE 

The Chairman presented a resolution adopted 
by the Members of the Board of the Overseas 
Road and Toll Bridge District, declaring the 
practice of fishing from Bahia Honda Bridge on 
the Overseas Highway a traffic hazard and 
authorizing the posting of signs prohibiting same, 
effective upon approval by the State Road De¬ 
partment and the State Board of Administration.

INVITATIONS FOR MEETINGS 

Mr. McClure advised the Board that County 
Commissioner Elbert Moore had by telephone 
extended an invitation from the Board of County 
Commissioners of Hillsboro County for the Road 
Board to hold its Tentative Budget Meeting in 
Tampa, at the Floridan Hotel. A letter was 
received from Acting Mayor Lea R. Lesher of 
Sanford in behalf of the Commissioners of that 
city, inviting the Board to hold the meeting 
in Sanford. 

The Members expressed their appreciation of 
these invitations and requested the Secretary 
to write letters thanking them and advising that 
it is the intention of the Road Board to hold 
meetings in Tampa and Sanford when such 
plans can be worked out. 

CONSTRUCTION OF ROAD 373 IN LEON 
COUNTY WITH COUNTY FUNDS 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Taylor, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, Leon County has requested the 
State Road Department to construct a county 
road project described as follows: 

That portion of Section 5575, State Road 

No. 373 extending from a point in Section 11, 

Township 1 South, Range 1 West, southwester¬ 
ly through Spring Hill to Wakulla County 

Line near Helen, 

which the Department is willing to construct 
subject to the conditions hereinafter set forth: 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department, that it will construct 
said county road project using County Funds, 
provided the County agrees to acquire in its 
name and at its expense the necessary rights of 
way, borrow pits and ditches for said portion 
of said Section, and the Chairman and the 
Secretary of the Department are authorized to 
execute on behalf of the Department an appro¬ 
priate agreement with said County to effectuate 
the conditions stipulated in this resolution. 

LEE COUNTY—ROAD 78—SECTION 1203- 
RIGHT OF WAY

WHEREAS, pursuant to due authorization, the 
State Highway Engineer has had a part of 
State Road No. 78, in Lee County, located and 
surveyed and has designated the same as 
Section 1203, and has prepared a map showing 
location and survey of that portion of said 
Section extending from a point one (1) mile 
east of Bayshore easterly and northerly to State 
Road No. 31; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department, that it hereby approves 
the location and survey of said portion of said 
Section and directs that a copy of said map of 
such location and survey certified to by the 
Secretary and the Chairman of the Department 
be filed in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of said County:

ing from west line of Belle Glade Terminal Sub¬ 
division easterly to Railroad Street in Belle 
Glade, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department, that it hereby approves 
the location and survey of said portion of said 
section and directs that a copy of said map 
of such location and survey certified to by the 
Secretary and the Chairman of the Department 
be filed in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of said County; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that it is the 
judgment of the Department that the construc¬ 
tion of said portion of said Section is necessary, 
practical and to the best interest of the State, 
and that it is necessary that the right of way for 
the roadbed, ditches and borrow pits for said 
portion of said section be acquired; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the Depart¬ 
ment that said County be, and it is hereby 
authorized and requested, at its own expense, in 
its name, by its Commissioners, to secure by gift, 
purchase or condemnation, the lands necessary for 
the right of way for the roadbed for said por¬ 
tion of said section, together with any and all 
easements for drainage ditches and borrow pits 
that may hereafter be found and determined 
necessary in the construction and maintenance 
of said portion of said section, and to convey 
the same to the State of Florida, free of encum¬ 
brances; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in the event 
the County agrees to secure the right of way for 
the roadbed, ditches and borrow pits for said 
portion of said Section, that the Chairman and 
the Secretary of the Department are hereby 
authorized to execute for the Department the 
usual right of way contract with the County. 

ADJOURNMENT 

There seeming to be no further business at 
this time, on motion of Mr. Taylor, seconded 
by Mr. Barber, the meeting was adjourned. 


MINUTES OF THE STATE ROAD 
DEPARTMENT OF FLORIDA 
MEETING HELD AT LAKELAND, 
JANUARY 24, 1949 

Pursuant to agreement and announcement, the 
State Road Department held a meeting at Lake¬ 
land, Florida, on the 24th and 25th of January, 
1949, with all Members of the Board in attend¬ 
ance, as follows: Alfred A. McKethan, Chairman, 
J. Glover Taylor, Marion G. Nelson, Merrill P. 
Barber and Trusten P. Drake. Secretary Robert 
O. Ghiotto was also present, and those of the 
Department’s engineering and other personnel who 
had been designated by the Chairman as neded at 
the meeting. 

WELCOME FROM CITY OF LAKELAND AND 
POLK COUNTY 

Representative Roy Surles extended a cordial 
welcome on the part of the City of Lakeland and 
Polk County to the Members and employees of 
the Road Department and to the large number of 
visitors and offered to be of any service possible. 

MATTERS RELATING TO OVERSEAS ROAD 
AND TOLL BRIDGE DISTRICT 

Messrs. B. M. Duncan and Edwin T. Trevor, 
General Manager and Chief Engineer, and Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Commissioners of the Over¬ 
seas Road and Toll Bridge District, appeared, be¬ 
fore the Road Board to explain their annual 
budget for the fiscal year 1949 (April 1, 1949 to 
March 31, 1950), in the total sum of $613,000.00. 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Drake, the proposed Annual Budget for the year 
1949 of the Overseas Road and Toll Bridge Dis¬ 
trict was approved. 

Other matters relating to the said District were 
deferred for further study. 

HEARING OF DELEGATIONS AND REQUESTS 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. Nel¬ 
son, the Board deferred consideration of the reg¬ 


ular order of business, and proceeded at once 
to give hearing to the many delegations, which 
were called alphabetically in so far as seemed 
practicable. 

ALACHUA COUNTY 

Representatives R. L. Black, Jr., and W. E. 
Whitlock and Mr. E. D. Hague were present from 
Alachua County. 

Mr. Black presented the requests from the 
Board of County Commissioners, bearing endorse¬ 
ment of the Bond Trustees, the Senator and the 
three Representatives, as follows: 

1. Survey and right of way deeds for the 
projected highway from Alachua to New¬ 
berry. 

2. Complete survey and R/W deeds from Mon- 
teocho west to intersection with proposed 
highway running N and S from Paradise to 
St. Rd. 235; thence So. to Rd. 23 and 
Rd. 325. 

3. Continue to completion present pending 
construction projects. 

4. Construct Cox Bridge on Road 241. 

5. Grade and pave Road 384 from Gilchrist Co. 
line through High Spgs. to road from Cox 
Bridge to Alachua. 

The letter listing the requests pledged every 
possible assistance in securing the R/W deeds so 
these roads can be set up for grading and pav¬ 
ing as farm-to-market or Federal Secondary Aid 
roads. In connection with No. 1 Mr. Black told 
the Board this project had been a political foot¬ 
ball for 15 years, but was a very important 
project, traveled by school buses for three 
schools. He said that No. 2 would open up the 
east end of the county. He said No. 3 was very 
rough and in need of surfacing. On No. 4, Cox’s 
Bridge, he advised the road was paved on both 
sides of this bridge, which bridge was in very 
bad condition. He said this would serve the most 
productive area in the county. He said the re¬ 
quests were in the order listed. 

BAKER COUNTY 

Representative B. R. Burnsed and Senator 
Slater Smith were present from Baker County. 
Mr. Burnsed presented a letter signed by H. F. 
Powers, Chairman of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, and by Senator Smith and himself, 
stating that the road which runs from Road 125 to 
Baxter, which connects with the road between 
Jacksonville and Valdosta, is of the most impor¬ 
tance to Baker County at this time. He described 
the present condition of the road and of its need 
particularly for transporting pupils to the Taylor 
High School. Senator Smith also spoke for this 
road. 


BRADFORD COUNTY 

Senator Charley Johns, Representative J. P. 
Roberts, County Commissioner E. L. Crawford 
and Mr. E. S. Matthews were present from Brad¬ 
ford County. 

Senator Johns asked for work on the Pineland 
Road, State Road No. 225, on which he stated 
the county had spent a lot of money for the 
right of way, and he asked that it be first on 
their list. 

Mr. Crawford filed a resolution from the Board 
of County Commissioners asking for Road 229, 
from Starke NW’ly to Conner Bridge on New 
River, as their No. 1; and as No. 2, a road lead¬ 
ing in a W’ly direction from Road 200 about 1 
mile N of Lawtey, and then in a NW’ly to New 
River, in the direction toward Macclenny. 

Letters signed by Senator Johns and by Com¬ 
missioner Carl Prevatt asked for Road 225, the 
road from Lawtey to intersect State Road 16; 
and letters from Senator Johns and from Rep¬ 
resentative Roberts endorsed the continuation of 
Road 235 from Brooker north to cross Road 
100 and on to Road 229 at or near Conner’s Bridge, 
as shown on marked map attached to their let¬ 
ters. A resolution from Co. Corns, set out the 
route and location desired for State Road 235 in 
Bradford Co. 

Senator Johns filed a resolution adopted by the 
City Council of Starke asking for improvement 
and widening of the streets within said city which 
are parts of state roads and Federal highways, 
to relieve the traffic congestion in the city, and 
these requests were urged by the Senator, as he 
described condition in Starke. 

BREVARD COUNTY 

Those present from Brevard County were, Sen¬ 
ator L. F. Boyle, Representative Hubert Griggs, 
Representative O. L. Burton, County Commis¬ 
sioner C. Sweet Smith, L. C. Crofton, Gus Faulk, 
A. T. Rossiter, John Stone, Lloyd Ramshur, and 
Perley Tucker, Mayor of Melbourne. Senator 
Boyle presented Mr. Crofton, the County Attor¬ 
ney. 

Mr. Crofton told the Board that the first proj¬ 
ect with the County Commissioners was the pav¬ 
ing of State Road A1A from the Coast Guard 
Station south to Canaveral, stating it was a con¬ 
necting link, and that DeSoto Beach State Park 
is on this road. He pointed out that when the 
construction of Port Canaveral is completed this 
road will become a vital link in the highway 
system. Mr. John Stone also spoke in behalf of 
this road, suggesting that Canaveral Harbor would 
be of very little use without this road connection. 
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A telegram from Commissioner Carpenter urged 
this request. 

Mr. Crofton presented the request of the City 
of Titusville that the old bridge at Titusville be 
left in the river and be deeded to the City, and 
that the Road Department negotiate with the 
War Department and with the Contractor on the 
new bridge for the change in the application and 
in the contract to make this provision, in order 
that the City may make use of the old structure 
for fishing piers, as shown on their attached 
drawings. Mr. Faulk advised the Board that this 
request came from almost 100% of the residents 
of the Titusville community. 

Mr. Smith spoke in behalf of two bridges: (1) 
The Eau Gallie Causeway and' (2) the bridge 
across the St. Johns River on Road 520, at the 
Brevard-Orange County Line. Mr. Stone and Mr. 
Rahmshur asked for work on Road 3 between 
Courtenay and Merritt Island, and a resolution 
from the Merritt Island North-South Road Com¬ 
mittee urged its construction. 

Mr. Rossiter, City Attorney for Melbourne, re¬ 
ported an emergency condition on the east end 
of Road 500, which passes through Melbourne, due 
to the collapse of storm sewers in this section 
of the road, about one mile in distance. 

Request for Change in Name of Titusville Bridge 
Representative Griggs, who is Mayor of Cocoa, 
filed resolution from the American Legion, Post 
No. 1, Titusville, protesting the naming of the 
Titusville Bridge for any individual and request¬ 
ing that the name be changed to “Titusville War 
Memorial Bridge,” “in honor of and in cherished 
memory of those individuals of the greater Titus¬ 
ville area whose lives were sacrified in the great 
cause.” Mr. Griggs said that it was generally 
understood locally that when the bridge was com¬ 
pleted and dedicated it would be a memorial to 
the war dead, and that the designation of the 
name of an individual did not meet with ap¬ 
proval, so he requested the Board to rescind the 
action of the former Board in this connection. 

No action was taken. 

Request for Naming of Bridges near the Banana 
River Naval Air Station 

Mr. Griggs also presented a resolution from 
the Indian River Post No. 22 of the American 
Legion, asking that the bridges across the Indi¬ 
an River and the Banana River leading to the 
Banana River Naval Air Station be dedicated to 
the boys who gave their lives in the defense of 
their country, and that these bridges bear the 
names of “Cocoa-Merritt Island War Memorial 
Bridge” and the “Cocoa Beach Peninsular War 
Memorial Bridge,” respectively. No action was 
taken. 

BROWARD COUNTY 

Messrs. C. B. Smith, R. B. Gallion and Tony 
Salvino, County Commissioners, and Bill Brooks, 
City Commissioner of Dania, were present from 
Broward County. 

Mr. Smith invited the Road Board Members to 
visit with them, and he filed the requests from 
the Board of County Commissioners as follows, in 
order of priority: 

1. Reconstruct, repair and otherwise improve 
State Road A1A through county. 

2. Reconstruct, widen, repair and otherwise 
improve State Road 5 from its intersection 
with 10th Street west to 6th Ave., and from 
the Dania Cut-off Canal to the Old Dixie 
Highway. 

Additional projects listed for consideration were 
as follows: 

3. Take over for maintenance Hollywood Blvd. 
from Rd. 5 to Rd. 25. 

4. Construct a new wide, elevated bridge or 

tunnel on East Las Olas Blvd. over the intra¬ 
coastal waterway. 

5. Construct a new causeway and bridge or 

tunnel across the intracoastal waterway con¬ 
necting SE 15th or 17th Street with Sea¬ 
breeze Blvd. in Harbor Beach. 

6. Construct a new bridge across south New 

River Canal at Rr. 823. 

7. Reconstruct, widen and othewise improve 


Road 814 from Road 5 W’ly to Hammond 
Road. 

CALHOUN COUNTY 

A letter from J. A. Peacock, Clerk, Board of 
County Commissioners of Calhoun County, listed 
the requests of that county, as follows: 

1st preference. A standard State road from 
Ocheesee on St. Rd. 69, and running west, 
via Aitha and Chason, to be continued on 
west to connect with State Road 75. 

2nd preference. A farm-to-market road be¬ 
ginning at Road 71 about 3 miles south of 
Aitha and running in southern direction 
about 12 miles to same highway about 2 
miles north of Scotts Ferry. 

3rd preference. A Standard State road from 
State Road 71 just south of Scotts Ferry 
Bridge over the Chipola River and run W’ly 
to State Road 75 at or near Youngstown. 

CHARLOTTE COUNTY 

Representative Leo Wotitzky and Chairman 
Vasco Peeples of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners represented Charlotte County. 

Mr. Peeples spoke of the two requests they 
were filing, stating they would be of greatest 
benefit to the largest number of people for the 
money expended, and promised cooperation in 
securing the right of way. 

Mr. Wotitzky filed the two requests, in writing: 
Road 534, from State Road 181 to Punta Gorda 
Beach, which he asked the Department to take 
over for maintenance. He pointed out the 
bridge on this road, which will have to be 
raised when the proposed Inland Waterway is 
constructed. Road 391, to be taken over for 
maintenance, from Laseda over to Charlotte 
Beach, about 7 miles. He stated that the County 
is greatly in need of help on these two roads. 

CITRUS COUNTY 

Senator Joe Johnson, James E. Rooks, Chair¬ 
man, and N. P. Savary, Member of the Board 
of County Commissioners, M. C. Scofield, County 
Attorney, and Mr. W. A. Bellamy were present 
from Citrus County. 

Senator Johnson read and filed a letter from 
the County Commissioners, giving their tentative 
list of requests, as follows: 

1. Construction of Road 480 from U. S. High¬ 
way 41 west. 

2. Survey and location of road known as 
Gospel Island Road. 

3. Survey and location of road from Lecanto 
NE’ly through Holder to Rd. 200. 

4. Request for a conference with relation to 
use of available surplus fund. 

CLAY COUNTY 

Senator Slater Smith, Representative Sam 
Saunders, and Messrs. Frank Williams and Ray 
Knowles were present from Clay County, and 
R. H. Van Deusen, City Manager of Green Cove 
Springs. 

Senator Smith invited the Board to visit in 
Clay County. He filed a list of the requests 
of Clay County, as contained in resolution of 
the Board of County Commissioners, and asked 
that the first project be the completion of the 
Doctor’s Inlet Bridge, which will cost about 
$57,000. The Commissioners’ requests were as 
follows: 

1. Construction of bridge and approaches over 
southerly end of Doctor’s Lake as a con¬ 
necting link in Road 220 leading from Road 
15 to Doctor’s Inlet. 

2. Construction of hard-surfaced road from 
West Toccoi W’ly along route of present 
graded road to Road No. 15, and construction 
of surfaced road W’ly from Road No. 15 
along Clay-Putnam County line, distance 
of 6 miles. 

3. Hard-surfaced road from Russell to Road 
15 along route of present sand graded road. 

Also, a resolution making known that County 
Commissioners of Clay County favor the 
grading and construction of proposed State 
road originally numbered 80A from Melrose 
S’ly into Hawthorne, thereby making State 


Roads 21 and 80A connect with State Road 
200 at Hawthorne, the shortest route to 
Jacksonville. 

Mr. Van Heusen filed a request from the City 
of Green Cove Springs for the following project: 
Widen and resurface the State road municipal 
connecting link on State Road 15 from the north¬ 
ern limits of the city at Governors Creek to 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad grade crossing at 
the depot, a distance of 1.8 miles, and he spoke 
earnestly of the traffic conditions through the 
City. 

COLLIER COUNTY 

Hon. Ed. Scott, Clerk of the Board of County 
Commissioners of Collier County, appeared before 
the Road Board and filed a letter setting out 
the three requests of that county, in the order 
of their priority, as follows: 

1. Extension of Road 29 from Everglades to 
Chokoloskee Island along the route original¬ 
ly designated by the Board of Co. Commrs., 
to be constructed of local material and the 
utilization of the foundation road con¬ 
structed by the county: that a bridge on 
the road be built across Halfway Creek, with 
minimum vertical clearance of 6 feet; that 
another bridge span the channel between 
the end of the county survey on the main¬ 
land and Chokoloskee Island with minimum 
vertical clearance of 12 feet. That an 
appropriation be placed in the budget of 
$200,000 from County 80% surplus gas 
funds. 

2. Construction of State Road 82 in Collier 
Co. with appropriation of $300,000 to be 
derived 50% from State Road Dept. General 
Fund and 50% from County 80% surplus gas 
funds, in accordance with previous commit¬ 
ments by Dept, and County Board. 

3. Construction of such other projects as may 
be recommended by County Board as 80% 
county gas tax surplus funds materialize. 

A telegram from Representative D. Graham 
Copeland gave endorsement to the requests as 
outlined by the Commissioners. 

COLUMBIA COUNTY 

Senator J. W. Lindler, Max Law and Henry 
Melton, County Commissioners, W. J. Ferguson, 
County Attorney, and Mayor Murry Hagan of 
Lake City were present from Columbia County. 

Mr. Ferguson filed two resolutions from the 
Board of County Commissioners, with requests 
as follows: 

1. That the Department advance funds for 
acquisition of right of way for State Roads 
47 and 47-A, to be repaid from 80% surplus 
gas tax funds as they may accrue in excess 
of those allocated or committed. This to 
be in addition to the sum already agreed 
to be advanced for this R/W. under the 
Department’s resolution. 

2. Request that Roads 47 and 47-A be relocated, 
and setting out the general route desired. 

Mr. Ferguson said these roads were a carry¬ 
over for about 10 or 15 years, and asked that 
they be continued in the 1949 budget; also asked 
that the north end of the road from Lake City 
to Fort White via Columbia City be completed 
this year, but said Road 47 was their No. 1 
priority. He urged the advance of sufficient 
funds to complete acquisition of right of way 
for the two roads. 

DADE COUNTY 

Messrs. Hugh Peters, Chairman of the Board 
of County Commissioners, and D. A. Anderson, 
County Engineer, represented Dade County. 

Mr. Peters invited the Board to hold a meeting 
in Miami, and he filed a resolution from the 
Board of County Commissioners listing their 
requests, in order of their priority. Letters from 
Dade County’s State Representatives, Messrs. 
George S. Okell, William C. Lantaff, and R. B. 
Gautier, Jr., endorsed the proposed program 
and urged its consideration. The requests were 
as follows: 

1. Rd. 9, Opa Locka to Broward Co. Line,

Mr. Peters told the Board that Dade County 
is spending $1,800,000' in the county for roads 
and bridges. He said all the right of way has 
been completed on the first Road 9 project, 
and this should take priority over every other 
work. He said that 95% of the right of way 
on Road 826, the Golden Glades Road is in hand, 
and the balance will be completed in a very 
short time. 

DE SOTO COUNTY 

ALSO GLADES, HARDEE AND HIGHLANDS 

Senator J. W. Moore appeared with the delega¬ 
tions from the 27th Senatorial District. 

From DeSoto County, the delegation included 
J. A. Craft, Chairman, and H. D. Sloat, D. J. 
Jones and M. A. Hollingsworth, Members of the 
Board of County Commissioners. 

From Glades County — Representative Joe 
Peeples, and A. T. Uzell and J. S. Click of the 
County Chamber of Commerce. 

From Hardee County—Representative G. W. 
Williams, M. A. Rosin, County Attorney, Lee 
Hanchey, Chairman, and W. T. Whitcomb, Clay¬ 
ton Terrell, B. J .Johnson and I. V. Moore, all 
Members of the Board of County Commissioners. 

From Highlands County—R. L. Stokes, Chair¬ 
man, and M. H. Grice, Member of the Board of 
County Commissioners, J. E. Burns of the Sebring 
Chamber of Commerce, H. Spencer Jones, of the 
Road Committee of the Sebring Chamber of 
Commerce, A. J. Tubbs and J. W. Schumacher. 

Senator Moore filed the following requests as 
set up by the Board of County Commissioners of 
DeSoto County, in order of their priority, with 
the comment that the project in Request No. 1 
was ready to let to contract: 

1. Arcadia-Sarasota Road, State Road No. 72. 

2. Arcadia-Oneco Road (Bradenton), State 
Road No. 70. 

3. State Road 35, from Welles Fruit & Live¬ 
stock Co. south to Charlotte Co. Line. 

The following requests from Glades County, set 
up by the Board of County Commissioners, were 
presented by Rep. Joe Peeples. Senator Moore, 
in speaking of Road 78 from Lakeport to Kis¬ 
simmee River, said it had been under water dur¬ 
ing the wet seasons for the past two years, and 
Mr. Peeples requested maintenance on the old 
road. 

The Glades requests were as follows: 

First: Construction of first class road begin¬ 

ning at intersection of Lake Okeecho¬ 
bee and State Road No. 29 north along 
the East side of Harney Pond Canal 
and then on to Brighton. See map 
marked “A’.. 

Second: About 10 miles of road from Main’s 
Corner, through Citrus Center settle¬ 
ment and past the State Prison Camp 
located along this road, Sec. 18, Tp. 
42 S, R 31 E. See map marked “B”. 


Second Preference on a Farm to Market Road: 

Approx 8 miles in SW Section of 
Glades Co. from North LaBelle north. 
See map marked “Al”. 

The letter from J. W. Adkins, Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners, said that 
their very first preference was a bridge over 
Indian Prairie Canal, which is a part of the 
request listed as “First.” 

Mr. Click told the Board that he lived on 
Road 78, and they were alarmed when the road 
was placed under contract for the new surfacing, 
without raising the elevation, especially at one 
low spot, where it is as much as 10 inches under 
water when the remainder was clear. 

Speaking of Hardee County, Senator Moore said 
that this county was bankrupt, and he introduced 
Mr. Rosin, the County Attorney. Mr. Rosin filed 
a resolution from the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners advising the Road Board that its No. 1 
priority request was that the Department take 
over State Road 64 for maintenance, from its 
intersection with Road 661 going westerly to the 
Manatee County line, “rehabilitate the same in 
proper manner including the correction of errors 
in its present location so as to eliminate 
hazardous portions thereof and otherwise make 
the same safe for travel by correcting existing 
hazards due to unsafe bridges, making such nec¬ 
essary new construction as is necessary to accom¬ 
plish these matters and make such surveys as 
are necessary to secure proper information to 
accomplish this purpose.” 

Mr. Rosin advised the Board that the financial 
situation of the county is in bad shape, with 
no surplus to be counted on prior to 1973. He 
said the bridges on Road 64 are falling in, and 
that the County is depending on the Road Depart¬ 
ment to do something to help them. 

Senator Moore, as Attorney for Highlands 
County, filed a resolution from the Board of 
County Commissioners, setting out their proposed 
program to be financed through the Florida State 
Improvement Commission and serviced by the 
County’s 80% surplus gas tax funds, and a second 
resolution making a change in one of the 
projects asked for, and he asked the cooperation 
of the Road Department in carrying out this 
program. He said Highlands County was in good 
standing in its 80% surplus funds and would 
pay out the proposed bond issue in 1951. 

DIXIE COUNTY 

Senator Min Ayers, P. E. Sheppard and John 
Philman, County Commissioners, and E. C. 
McLeod, representing M. L. Fleischel, owner and 
operator of community of Shamrock, were present 
to represent Dixie County. 

Senator Ayers spoke of their road program 
under the Florida State Improvement Commis¬ 
sion’s proposed bond issue, on which a stop 
order has been issued, and asked that this 
work get under way as soon as possible. He 
filed a resolution from the Board of County 
Commissioners, which in addition to the above 
request asked that the State take over Roads 
292 and 289 for maintenance, and that the road 
between Cross City and Branford be set up in 
the 1949 budget for construction. Senator Ayers 
urged the Road Board to give favorable consid¬ 
eration to both of these latter requests, advising 
the Board that Dixie County is not equipped to 
maintain the paved roads referred to. 

Mr. McLeod reported to the Board that the 

business of M. L. Fleischel at Shamrock had 
suffered to the extent of about $6,000 since the 
beginning of the new construction of U. S. High¬ 
way 19 through Shamrock, on account of trucks 
not being able to get in and out of the filling 
station because of the curb, and he asked that 

the curb and grass plots at this place be 

removed to permit its easy access to trucks. 

Mr. McLeod also stated that the approaches to 
dwellings and the business property had not 

been completed, and he especially spoke of the 
entrance to the ice plant; also to the residential 
district where the cattle gaps have been removed 


but the old timbers left, and he asked for early 
completion of these items in the project, 

DUVAL COUNTY 

Messrs. Joe Hammond and Edward I. Acosta, 
County Commissioners, Henry Blount, County 
Attorney, Arthur Sollee, County Engineer, Harold 
Chancey, Jacksonville City Commissioner, Henry 
Broadstreet, City Paving Engineer, Olin McCollom, 
City Attorney, and L. C. Oliver, Mayor of Bald¬ 
win, were present from Duval County. 

Mr. Acosta announced to the Road Board that 
they came especially in a spirit of good will and 
friendly relations between the Road Department 
and Duval County and the City of Jacksonville. 
He spoke of the drainage problem at Neptune 
Beach and said they would talk their requests 
over with the Board at a later date. 

Mr. Hammond, who advised the Board that 
he was 64 years old today and had served Duval 
County as Commissioner for 27 years, spoke of 
the proposed highway between Jacksonville and 
Valdosta, saying that it has been considered 
from time to time but nothing done on it. He 
asked that a preliminary survey be made of this 
road, of which 80% of its distance lies in the 
State of Georgia. He said that it would shorten 
the distance between Jacksonville and Valdosta 
by some 25 or more miles. He also asked that 
both roads through the Town of Baldwin be 
widened and have curb and gutter constructed 
through the town. 

Mayor Oliver of Baldwin reminded the Board 
of the heavy traffic over U. S. 90 and State 
Road 200 through Baldwin, and urged the widen¬ 
ing of these roads with curb and gutter at this 
point as measures to expedite travel and provide 
more safety with additional parking space. He 
filed a letter relative to these requests. 

Mr. Chancey filed a letter explaining some of 
the problems of the City of Jacksonville at the 
present time, advising that they were mostly of 
a drainage nature. The letter stated that these 
connecting links comprised a total of about 30 
miles, many of which are in serious need of re¬ 
surfacing, and some need both widening and 
resurfacing and some rebuilding. In brief, the 
letter listed the following as of special urgency: 

1. U. S. 17 north, Main St. from Bay to 
SALRR, 1.18 miles, resurfacing. 

2. Miami Road from old bridge to Kings Ave., 
alternate U. S. 1 South, and Rd. 13. 

3. State Road 13, (Hendricks Ave.) from Miami 
Road to Mitchell St. 

4. Widening of Norwood Ave. (Lem Turner 
Road, State Rd. 115) to be continued along 
Brentwood Ave. to Woodbine St. and on east 
to Pearl St. to connect with section of Wood¬ 
bine recently rebuilt by city. 


5. Surfacing of St. Johns Ave., on certain por¬ 
tions, especially between Elizabeth Place 
and Powell Place, also through Aveondale 
section from Big Fishweir Creek to Donald 
Street, all of which has been used as main 
entrance of U. S. Highway 17 from the south. 

6. Rebuild and widen Post Street as connecting 
link of State Road 228, as already planned 
and surveyed. 

7. Construct and open the 21st Street project 
as planned for connection of U. S. Highway 
1 without delay; if not possible, then further 
widen Kings Road between Capitol Street 
and Myrtle Avenue. City has acquired part 
of this R/W and urges SRD to get the bal¬ 
ance. 

Mr. Blount told the Board that Senator Mat¬ 
thews was unable to be present at this meeting, 
but assured them of full cooperation of the Du¬ 
val County Legislative Delegation. 

Mr. Hammond extended an invitation for the 
Department to hold a meeting in Jacksonville. 

ESCAMBIA COUNTY 

County Commissioner Earl Westmark and Attor¬ 
ney R. H. Merritt were present from Escambia 
County. Mr. Merritt filed four resolutions from the 
Board of County Commissioners asking for four 
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projects In order of their priority, as follows: 

1. Extension and improvement of road from 
Cervantes Street on "O” Street and Pot¬ 
tery Road to the Pensacola-Flomation or 
Palafox Highway, State Road 292. 

2. Widening and improvement of the Pensa- 
cola-Flomaton or Palafox Highway from city 
limits of Pensacola to State line. 

3. Continuation and complete extension of the 
Barrineau Park Road. 

4. Bridge on 12th Avenue road over bayou 
leading to the municipal Airport. 

FLAGLER AND ST. JOHNS COUNTIES 

The delegation from Flagler County included 
Senator Verle A. Pope, Rep. H. T. Cook, George 
Wickline, Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners, John H. Preer, Town Commission¬ 
er of Flagler Beach. Dr. Warren Michaels, Presi¬ 
dent, and L. L. Libbey, Walter Landers, Oscar 
Larsen, James Taylor and Chaude Vaughn, of the 
Flagler Beach Chamber of Commerce, Mrs. War¬ 
ren Michaels, of the Garden Club, Mrs. John H. 
Preer and Mrs. H. T. Cook of the Woman’s Club, 
and Robert J. Eastman and William F. Rolleston 
of Marineland, and they were joined by Messrs. 
Granville Alley and William G. Palmer of Day¬ 
tona Beach in interest of the resurfacing of State 
Road A1A. 

Senator Pope presented Representative Cook, 
who spoke in behalf of the road from Bunnell 
to Flagler Beach, and presented a resolution 
from the Board of County Commissioners mak¬ 
ing their requests, as follows: 

(1) Project No. 1 for maintenance: The resur¬ 
facing of State Road A1A from Flagler 
Beach to the St. Johns County line, and en¬ 
dorsing the resurfacing of the portion in 
St. Johns County on up to the Bridge of 
Lions. 

(2) Project No. 2, the top surfacing or wearing 
surface on State Road 11 from Bunnell to 
Flagler Beach. 

New Projects: 

1. Construction of a hard surfaced road from 
Deanville to State Road 11. 

2. Construction of new bridge on Road 11 over 
Inland Waterway. 

3. Construction of hard surfaced road from 
Deanville to Volusia County Line. 

Take Over for Maintenance: Take over for 
maintenance the bridge on Road 11 over the 
Inland Waterway, west of Flagler Beach, and 
also maintenance and repair of the old brick road 
from Bunnell via Espanola to County line. 

A resolution from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners asked the Department to make a sur¬ 
vey of the curves on State Road A1A in Flagler 
County so that the road can be relocated at these 
points and thereby eliminate the hazards thereof, 
and promised to cooperate in obtaining the right 
of way for such curve revisions. Mr. Wickline 
requested the resurfacing of Road A1A from 
Flagler Beach to the Bridge of Lions at St. Augus¬ 
tine as maintenance work, suggesting that since 
the Coast Guard and Army used the road so much 
during the war some assistance might be obtained 
from the Government. Resolutions from the Flag¬ 
ler Beach Chamber of Commerce and the Town 
Commissioners urged the resurfacing of this road. 
Dr. Michael stated that those in the delegation 
represented approximately three quarters of a 
million dollars invested in Flagler Beach, yet the 
road was so bad that tourists would not come 
through. 

Mr. Wickline invited the Road Board to meet 
at Flagler Beach. 

The St. Johns County delegation included, in 
addition to Senator Pope, Rep. Charles Usina, 
Rep. Charles E. Shepperd, G. R. Wiles, Chairman, 
and Herbert W. Wilson and D. F. Mickler, Mem¬ 
bers of the Board of County Commissioners, and 
Hiram Faver, Clerk of the Circuit Court. Mr. 
Shepperd filed a resolution of the Board of County 
Commissioners listing the following requests: 

New Construction: 

1. State Road 206. 

2. State Road 5 (U. S. No. 1) through the City 
of St. Augustine, to be relocated along the 
E side of the FEC Ry. as heretofore ap¬ 
proved by the SRD, with such changes as 
may be agreeable to SRD as to crossing over 
the San Sebastian River. 

Maintenance: 

1. State Road A1A—resurfacing and widening 
from the E approach to the Bridge of Lions 
to Flagler Beach. 

2. State Road 207—widen at intersection of 
Blvd. and St. Augustine Road in Hastings. 
(Town Council of Hastings has advised it 
has leased from the FEC Ry. necessary R/W 
to complete this program.) 

3. State Road 13—widen the bridge over Juling- 


ton Creek on boundary line between St. 
Johns and Duval Counties. 

Recommendations for Taking Over for Mainte¬ 
nance (without priority) 

That State Road 210 from State Road 13 to 
Ponte Vedra Beach be taken over for mainte¬ 
nance; 

That the road commencing at intersection of 
Masters Drive and State Road 16 and running 
south to State Road 5 be designated alternate 
State Road 16 and taken over for maintenance; 
That State Road 13 from Hastings to Bunnel be 
taken over for maintenance. 

Mr. Shepperd stated that their first project 
under new construction, State Road 206, had been 
in the budget for two years, and they considered 
action on this was imperative and that all right 
of way had been secured. He also asked consider¬ 
ation of the road from Hastings over to the 
beach, which he said would afford an alternate 
route if something should happen to the Bridge of 
Lions. He pledged cooperation and urged consid¬ 
eration of their program. 

FRANKLIN COUNTY 

A resolution from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Franklin County listed the follow¬ 
ing requests: 

Completion of construction of State Road 65 
in said county—8 miles. 

Completion of Road 277 in said County— 2 Vs 
miles. 

Bridge on Road 67 across Crooked River, to 
make part of county north of said river accessi¬ 
ble to Carrabelle.—Construction. 

GADSDEN COUNTY 

A resolution from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Gadsden County listed the following 
requests: 

1. Hard surfacing of State Road 269 from the 
Georgia-Florida line to U. S. 90, being about 
3,000 feet. 

2. Completion of the southern end of State 
Road 269 to the Liberty Co. Line about 2 
miles. 

3. A cut-off to connect Road 12 with Road 
10 about 1 miles E of Quincy, 1 mile. 

4. Hard surface road from Darsey Crossing by 
Concord, to Havana, about 7V2 mi. 

The copy of the list sent in by the Clerk also 
bore signatures of Senator A. L. Wilson and 
Representatives Dewey M. Johnson and E. W. 
Scarborough. 

GILCHRIST COUNTY 

The requests from Gilchrist County were listed 
in a letter from Mr. Tommie Read, Chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners, also 
signed by Senator J. Min Ayers and Representa¬ 
tive H. E. Lancaster, and presented by Senator 
Ayers, as follows: 

1. Road 49 from Trenton to Chiefland. 

2. Road 49-A from Trenton to Bronson. 

3. Construction of Bridge on Road 47 across 
Sante Fe River. 

4. Continuation of Road No. 340 from State 
Road No. 49 through Williford, to intersect 
Road 47 cn to County line. 

He also asked for construction of a relief 
bridge over the Suwannee River at Fannin Springs. 

GLADES COUNTY (See DeSoto) 

GULF COUNTY 

A letter from Representative George G. Tapper 
gave the single request from Gulf County, same 
being a curb and gutter section on State Road 
30 through the Town of Port Joe. The letter 
stated that all survey and preliminary work had 
already been completed by the Department, and 
most of the right of way had been acquired, and 
the project promised for the past two years. 

HAMILTON COUNTY 

Senator G. Warren Sanchez, Representative 
J. W. McAlpin and J. V. McCall, Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners, were present 
from Hamilton County. 

Their requests were as follows: 

1. Road 143 from Blue Springs to Georgia Line. 

2. Road 135, Woodpecker Route, from end of 
present paving north to Georgia line, about 
6 miles. 

Road beginning G.S. & F. RR via stock pen, 
Maxwell Mill, to Road 51. 

Bridge on Road 6 at Blue Springs over Withla- 
coochee River, connecting Hamilton and Madi¬ 
son counties. 

Road from Jasper to Baker’s Mill, Georgia line. 
Widening and rebuilding of State Road 25, U.S. 
41, from White Springs to State line. 

Senator Sanchez spoke especially in favor of 
the road from Blue Springs to the State line, 
stating that the survey was completed and right 
of way being secured, and of the extension of _ 
the work on the Woodpecker Route, State Road 


135. Mr. McCall asked consideration of all the 
requests filed. 

Mr. McAlpin spoke particularly of the need for 
about a mile of road in the Stephen Foster 
Memorial, and said that a resolution from the 
Board of County Commissioners would be sent in 
to the Tallahassee office. 

HARDEE COUNTY (See DeSoto) 
HENDRY COUNTY 

Representative Elbert L. Stewart, C. E. Miner, 
County Commissioner, Hub Spooner of the Clew- 
iston Chamber of Commerce, and Eddie James, 
of Highway No. 27 Association, were present from 
Hendry County. 

Mr. Stewart spoke in the interest of U. S. 
Highway 27 from Clewiston to South Bay, stating 
that it is in poor condition for the heavy traffic 
going over this road. He also spoke of the North 
River Road and said it needed some marl to fill 
the holes since it is being used as a detour. 

HERNANDO COUNTY 

The Hernando County delegation included Sen¬ 
ator Joseph Johnston, Jr., Representative Travis 
Phillips, John Law Ayers, Chairman of the Board 
of County Commissioners, Onan Whitehurst, 
County Attorney, Monroe Trieman, County Judge. 
Leaman Q. Varn, Clerk of the Circuit Court. 
Sheriff Sim Lowman, Louis Fisher, Supt. of Con¬ 
struction, and Jim Whitehurst. Senator Johnston 
presented a letter from the Board of County 
Commissioners, approved by the Senator and Rep¬ 
resentative, outlining their requests, as follows: 

1. Allocation of a sum equal to amount in 1948 
Budget for road commencing at Brooksville, 
run NW’ly to Road 55 at or near Chassa- 
owitska, and if possible increase this 
amount. 

2. Construct Roads 41 and 50 between Brooks¬ 
ville and point where these roads intersect, 
about 7 miles. 

Senator Johnston also presented an invitation 
to the Board to meet in Brooksville. 

HIGHLANDS COUNTY (See DeSoto) 
HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY 

Messrs. E. W. Simons and Elbert Moore, County 
Commissioners, I. C. Spoto, County Attorney, 
James Moody, Asst. County Attorney, E. W. Car- 
roll, County Engineer, Arden Mays and William 
Rutledge were present from Hillsboorugh County. 

Mr. Moore filed their list of requests, in the 
order of their priority, as follows: 

1. Plant City-Picnic Road from Plant City to 
Hopewell, for reconstruction, and from 
Hopewell to County line for taking over 
for maintenance. 

2. Construction of new bridge over Alafia 
River on U. S. 541. 

3. Connection into Hillsborough County of 
U. S. 19. 

4. Construction of Riverside Drive from Flor¬ 
ida Ave. to Hillsborough Ave. 

5. In planning, looking forward to early con¬ 
struction of new bridge across Old Tampa 
Bay, either paralleling Gandy Bridge or at 
some location north of Gandy Blvd. to be 
determined later. 

6. Nebraska Ave. (U. S. 41) from the Apex 
north; take over the maintenance of the 
beautification adjacent to U. S. 41. 

7. Extension of Adamo Drive from 22nd St. to 
junction of Road 60 and U. S. 41. 

8. Columbus Drive, resurfacing from Dale 
Mabry to west city limits of Tampa, and 
reconstruction of Columbus Drive from E 
city limits of Tampa to East Broadway. 

9. U. S. 41, reconstruction from Road 60 to 
point 12 miles south. 

10. Reconstruction of 22nd Street from State 
Road 600 south to city limits. 

11. 22nd St. Causeway. Resurfacing of 22nd 
St. Causeway Road from U. S. 541 to 
U. S. 41. 

12. Gandy Blvd. Resurface Gandy Blvd. from 
Dale Mabry E to Bayshore Blvd. 

13. Reconstruct 40th St. from St. Rd. 600 to 
E. Broadway. 

Mr. Simmons stressed the No. 1 on the list, 
urging its need for immediate attention. Mr. 
Moore spoke particularly regarding No. 2, stress¬ 
ing its importance. He asked that the following 
be added to the list: (1) A different type of pave¬ 
ment through the town of Ruskin; (2) Beautifica¬ 
tion on 22nd Street Causeway, Ybor City. 

Mr. Moody requested a wayside park on the 
22nd Street Causeway if possible. Also that the 
road from Plant City to Hopewell be extended 
on down to Punta Gorda, not now designated, 
but will be requested of the coming Legislature. 

City of Tampa 
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set out the requests for work and maintenance 
within that city, as follows: 

Project No. 1: The work of replacing the pave¬ 
ment or repaving to extent necessary in connec¬ 
tion with and following the removal of the 
streetcar tracks, etc. 

a. Grand Central Ave. from Albany Ave. E to 
intersection with Lafayette St. 

b. Lafayette St. from above intersection with 
Grand Central E’ly to Florida Ave. 

c. Florida Ave. from Lafayette to Zack St. 

d. E. Broadway (7th Ave.) from 22nd St. to 
end of car track, near 36th St. 

e. 22nd St. from end of car track at Chapin 
St. N to Columbus Dr. 

f. Nebraska Ave. from Twiggs St. N to E 
Broadway. 

g. Nebraska Ave. from Floribraska N to 
Osborne. 

h. Columbus Dr. from 29th St. W’ly to High¬ 
land Ave. 

All of the above locations are on State Road 
designated routes, except the last one, Columbus 
Drive, which is requested under another item 
for inclusion in Municipal connecting link high¬ 
way maintenance. 

Project No. 2: Improvement and maintenance of 
Columbus Dr. as a Municipal connecting link 
highway from the West City limits to East 
City limits. It is understood that County re¬ 
quest includes maintenance of this route E’ly 
and W’ly from city limits. Request from City 
of Tampa in connection with Columbus Drive 
includes maintenance and operation of Colum¬ 
bus Drive Bridge over Hillsborough River. 
Project No. 3: To improve and maintain 34th 
St. from E. Broadway No. to city limits at 
Buffalo Ave. and continue No. to Hillsboro Ave. 
(A semi by-pass route for trucks and heavy 
traffic is becoming quite necessary to relieve 
other limited No. and So. streets from this type 
of traffic. 

HOLMES COUNTY 

Representative J. D. Heath, Claude McGee, and 
Lester Padgett, of the City Council of Bonifay, 
were present from Holmes County. The letter 
filed by Mr. Heath listed the requests from the 
Board of County Commissioners and stated that 
it was approved by Senator Johnnie Wright as 
well as by himself. The list was as follows: 

From State Funds: 

1. Construction of a bridge across Chocta- 
whatchee River on State Road 2, to connect 
paved portions of said road now existing on 
each side of river. 

2. Additional paving upon the street widening 
project on State Road 10 in City of Bonifay, 
at least to city limits, if not as far as 
originally planned. 

3. Construction of bridge across Sandy Creek 
in Town of Ponce de Leon, on State Road 81 
to connect paved portions of road north and 
south. 

From 80% portion of Second Gas Tax: 

1. Construction and paving of State Road 181 
from its intersection with Road 81 to com¬ 
munity of Leonia. R/W obtained some years 
ago by County, at request of SRD, and this 
is only project in Holmes Co. approved by 
Co. Corns, for County’s share of 80% sur¬ 
plus gas tax by SRD. 

INDIAN RIVER COUNTY 
Senator Evans Crary, Representative Alex Mac- 
William, Harry Damerow, City Engineer of Vero 
Beach, Louis G. Burger, Member of the City 
Council, and Joseph W. Walton, Chairman of the 
Citizens Committee, were present from Indian 
River County. 

Representative MacWilliam filed a letter signed 
by himself, by the Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners, and by the President of 
the City Council of the City of Vero Beach, stat¬ 
ing the two requests from Indian River County, 
i.e. (1) Completion of State Road 512 between 
State Road 60 North and Fellsmore, and (2) 
Proceed and complete the new bridge across the 
Indian River at Vero Beach. The letter said that 
surveys have been made and right of way ob¬ 
tained on both projects. 

Senator Crary spoke in behalf of both projects, 
describing the Vero Beach Bridge as an old 
wooden bridge, in poor condition. 

JACKSON COUNTY 

A letter from Chairman Curtis Jackson and 
signed by all of the Members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, also by Senator C. L. 
Alford, Rep. W. Pooser and Rep. W. A. Smith, 
set out the requests from Jackson County, as 
follows: 

1. Extension of the Campbellton and Malone 
Road, now under construction, from Malone 
E’ward to intersect present road from Don¬ 
aldson, Ga. via Neals Landing to Bascom 
and Greenwood, in Jackson Co. Malone road 
under construction. 

2. Road from Grand Ridge So. to Calhoun Co. 
line to connect with road now under con¬ 
tract or constr. from Blountstown to Co. line. 

3. Road to begin at Land’s Service Station on 
Chipley-Graceville road and extend west¬ 
ward to Holmes Co. line. 

4. Road from Cave Springs to Cherokee in 
Jackson Co. 

5. Road to begin on the Graceville-Chipley road 
and run E’ward via Lovewood Church and 
connect with Graceville-Cottondale Road. 


6. The Hays Lewis Memorial Highway, run¬ 
ning No. from Marianna to Ala. St. Line. 

7. Complete the Marianna-Dellwood road from 
Blue Springs to Dellwood. 

8. Road from Graceville-Chipley road to D. W. 
Peel’s Service Station Eastward to Galilee 
Church. 

The letter further stated that if No. 1 can be 
constructed at this time, while the Malone road 
is under construction, it is desired as first prior¬ 
ity. In the event it is not possible to construct 
No. 1 at this time, then No. 2 is desired as of 
first priority. 


JEFFERSON COUNTY 

Chairman Fred Stokely, of Board of County 
Commissioners, and W. G. Miller were present 
from Jefferson Co. 

A letter signed by Senator S. D. Clarke, Rep¬ 
resentative Richard H. Simpson and by Fred 
Stokely, Chairman of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, set out the requests made for Jeffer¬ 
son County, as follows: 

1. New Construction. Paving of road from 
Monticello to Asheville, 18 miles. Suggest 
that half of this road, or part from Monti¬ 
cello to Aucilla River, be placed in 1949 
budget, and balance in 1950 budget. 

2. Maintenance. Besides usual maintenance, 
call attention to dangerous overpass on 
U. S. 19 at Drifton. A wood structure over 
2 railroads, and heavy north and south 
traffic must use this route. Think Federal 
Aid available for replacement of this struc¬ 
ture. 

Also, a serious drainage problem in Lamont. 
No large expenditure involved but needs 
immediate attention. 

New Grooverville road is beginning to de¬ 
velop holes. 

LAFAYETTE COUNTY 

Senator G. Warren Sanchez was present to 
represent Lafayette County, and presented three 
resolutions from the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners setting out their requests, as follows: 

1. Paving of short road to connect the Madi- 
son-Buckville highway (paved) with the 
Live Oak-Dowling Park road, paved last year. 

2. That the Road Department cooperate in 
setting up and constructing the County’s 
Farm-to-Market road program with the 
State Improvement Commission to use the 
$450,000 or thereabouts as approved by the 
Board of Admin, from the County’s 80% 
Surplus income during the next 15 years. 

3. That in the construction of all these roads 
a lime rock base be used. 

Senator Sanchez said that this farm-to-market 
urged the Road Department to cooperate with 
the county in setting up the program, on which 
the County Commissioners are willing to pledge 
the 80% funds. 

He made an additional request, that the De¬ 
partment lend or give Lafayette County money 
to meet its debt of $10,000, incurred last Spring 
during the flood of the Suwannee River and which 
the County has not been able to pay. 

LAKE COUNTY 

Senator J. Ed. Baker, Rep. Tim M. Sellar, Frank 
E. Owens, Chairman of Board of County Com¬ 
missioners, George Singletary, Commissioner, H. 
Lightfoot, County Commissioner, J. K. Mizell, 
City Manager of Leesburg. Beverlv Grizzard, H. C. 
Brown, Dodge Taylor, C. B. Treadway, L. D. 
Edge, and G. G. Ware were present from Lake 
County. 

Senator Baker filed a resolution from the 


Board of County Commissioners with the follow¬ 
ing requests: 

Improve or Build the following roads in Lake 
County during year 1949: 

First: Open temporary road East and West 
through Leesburg. 

Second: Widen and resurface road from rail- 
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road crossing in Umatilla to North City Lim¬ 
its in Umatilla, and resurface road from Uma¬ 
tilla to Astor Park. 

Third: Rebuild road from Leesburg to Sumter 
County Line. 

Fourth: Complete road 25 from Leesburg to 
Minneola. 

Fifth: Build road from where road 261 begins 
North of Pittman to Road 40. 

Sixth: Complete survey from Groveland to Sum¬ 
ter County Line. 

Mr. Mizell, representing the City of Leesburg, 
presented resolutions from the City Commission of 
Leesburg and from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Lake County, declaring that the 
traffic congestion at the intersections of high¬ 
ways in the City of Leesburg constitutes an emer¬ 
gency and a hazardous traffic problem, and 
asking the Road Department to take immediate 
action to reliever this condition and to make a 
survey to determine and provide for adequate 
routes thorugh the City, and pledging full co¬ 
operation of the City Commission. In this con¬ 
nection, Mr. Drake filed a letter which he had 
received from Hon. Richard W. Erwin, urging 
consideration of prompt and adequate relief of 
this condition in Leesburg, and in other cities 
where similar conditions are found to exist. 

Mr. C. B. Treadway, present in behalf of the 
Florida Route 19 Association, filed a letter from 
the Association, asking the Department to in¬ 
clude in the 1949 budget at least the grading and 
structures on two projects on this route—(1) 
State Road 25 from Leesburg to Minneola. and the 
six miles between the Lake County line and 
Haines City. That the first project was set up 
in the 1948 budget, F-019-3(l) and $500,000 was 
appropriated, and that all rights of way have 
been procured for both projects and everything 
ready for grading and construction work to pro¬ 
ceed. The letter further stated that when these 
two projects are completed there will be a com¬ 
plete, usable, direct route from the Georgia state 
line to Miami. 

Mr. Treadway, former Chairman of the Road 
Department, congratulated the State on having 
such a fine group of men as Members of the 
Road Board. Mr. Edge stated that he was glad 
to see the survey now being made on the Cross- 
State Highway west of Groveland. Members of 
the Orange County delegation and Senator Get- 
zen from Sumter County also joined in with 
the Lake County delegation in interest of this 
cross-state highway. 

LEE COUNTY 

Chairman H. M. Stringfellow of the Board of 
County Commissioners of Lee County appeared 
before the Board and presented three requests 
from his county, as follows: 

1. That part of Road 80 from the ACLRR 
crossing on First Street in Fort Myers east- 
terly to the recently improved part of said 
road. 

2. Road 78 from Road 31 W’ly to the end of 
pavement, a few miles east of its intersec¬ 
tion with U. S. 41. 

3. Rebuild Road 48 a distance of about one- 
half mile at the Prison Camp, including a 
bridge over Hancock Creek. 

LEON COUNTY 

Representative John Ward Henderson was pres¬ 
ent to represent Leon County and the City of 
Tallahassee, and presented the following re¬ 
quests: 

1. Paving of % mile of the old Miccosukee 
Road within city limits of Tallahassee, as 
connecting link between the city and paved 
road leading into an important agricultural 
area of county, also as approach to munici¬ 
pal hospital now under construction. 

2. Paving of 6 miles of road from Miccosukee 
to Georgia line to connect with newly paved 
road in Georgia, providing a short cut from 
Thomasville, Ga., to Jacksonville Highway, 
about 15 miles from Tallahassee. 

3. Paving of about one mile of Brevard Street 
in Tallahassee, as a connecting link be¬ 
tween state roads. 

4. Paving of 8 miles of road from Smith Creek 
(continuing paved road in Wakulla Coun¬ 
ty) to connect with Road 20 in Leon County, 
lying just East of Ochlockonee River. 

5. Corrective of drainage condition on Road 61, 
U. S. 319, south of Capitol, which is a con¬ 
tinuation of Monroe Street in Tallahassee. 
Badly flooded in rainy season. 

A letter from J. Lewis Hall, County Attorney, 
and a telegram from V. G. Phillips, Chairman of

the Board of County Commissioners, supported 
the requests and pledged cooperation to the Road 
Board. A telegram from Curry Bassett, President 
of the Tallahassee Jaycees, advised that by res¬ 
olution that body urged consideration of the re¬ 
quest for completion of the Miccosukee Road to 
the Municipal Hospital, listed as number one. 

LEVY COUNTY 

Representative Dewey D. Allen, W. R. Hodges, 
Chairman, and Udell Hogan, Lewis Neeld, N. L. 
(Bud) Smith, and Ernest Stephens, Members of 
the Board of County Commissioners of Levy 
County, were present, and were joined by their 
State Senator, Hon. J. Min Ayers. 

Senator Ayers requested Road 335 from Willis- 
ton to Lebanon Station, and Road 49 from Chief- 
land to Trenton, stating that they were equally 
needed by the County and therefore not assigned 
priority. Mr. Allen concurred in Senator Ayers’ 
statement and urged that both of these projects 
be included in the budget. 

The letter from the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, bearing endorsement of both Senator 
Ayers and Representative Allen, also listed these 
other projects; Road 49-A from Bronson to Tren¬ 
ton; Road 40 from U. S. 19 at Inglis to Yankee- 
town; and a state road leading from the U. S. 41 
at Morriston on Hunter’s Trail to connect with 
Road 335. 

A resolution from the County Commissioners 
asked for a survey and plans on the road from 
Cedar Key to the George T. Lewis Airport, and 
another approved the making available of a sum 
of $20,000 annually by the Department to the 
Aviation Division of the State Improvement Com¬ 
mission, for improvement of air transportation 
within the State. 

MADISON COUNTY 

A letter from the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of Madison County registered that County’s in¬ 
terest in the expedition of work on Road 14 be¬ 
cause of its vital importance to the county. 

A letter from Van H. Priest, Mayor of the City 
of Madison, urged the widening of the streets 
forming parts of the state highways passing 
through Madison, and asking that priority in 
this connection be given to U. S. 90 as the more 
dangerous of the two. 

MANATEE COUNTY 

The delegation from Manatee County in¬ 
cluded the following: Senator William J. Ray, 
Rep. J. Ben Fuqua, Rep. Joe Bill Rood, J. M. 
Haynes, Chairman, Joe E. McLeod, W. A. Gil- 
lett, Herman Burnett and J. Tom Slaughter, 
Members of the Board of County Commissioners, 
Harry L. Land, W. A. Manning and Dr. W. D. 
Sugg from the Bradenton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Walter S. Hardin and H. S. Moody, also 
from Bradenton, and the following from the 
Inter-City Improvement Association — W. W. 
Moore, Ray Passwater, Roy Farrow, Ransom 
Icard, W. C. Albright, Harriet Hancock, Carl 
Daum and C. H. Court. 

Some of the delegation had joined the DeSoto 
County group in interest of the construction of 
Road 70 from Arcadia to U. S. 41 at Oneco, 
between Bradenton and Sarasota, and a letter of 
endorsement was signed by the Chairman of the 
Board of County Commissioners of each of the 
three counties, DeSoto, Manatee and Sarasota, 
in behalf of the construction of this road, un¬ 
der the 1949 budget. Mr. Fuqua spoke in favor 
of this road, saying that it was not a priority 
request, but one desired by all three counties, and 
a resolution in its behalf by the Sarasota Com¬ 
missioners was filed. 

Mr. Fuqua filed a resolution from the Board 
of County Commissioners of Manatee County 
making the following requests: 

Priority No. 1 project of the County is that 
Road 684 be reconstructed. 

Listed requests: 

1. Rebuilding of Road 684 from Tamiami Trail 
to Anna Maria Island and complete project 
from northern limits of Ilexhurst through 
Sportsman’s Harbor Subdivision and to the 
southern limits of Anna Maria City. 

2. New construction—secondary road from Sul¬ 
livan’s Bridge on the Parrish-Manhattan 
Road No. 675, be constructed from this point 
to Zolfo Springs. 

3. That a new bridge be constructed across 
Braden River, and road known as Manatee 
Ave. from 15th St. E to Braden River be 
constructed. 

4. That Tamiami Trail from city limits of 
Bradenton to Sarasota be rebuilt into 4-lane 
highway. 

That the Range Line road between Manatee 
and Sarasota be widened and repaired. 

That the Department expedite the comple¬ 
tion of the Parrish-Manhattan Road, No. 
675, and that contract be let as soon as all 
R/W has been obtained. 

Mr. Fuqua spoke in favor of this last request, 
and asked that the $350,000 set up in the 1948 
budget remain so contract may be let, and he 
heartily endorsed the construetion of State Road 
70 from the Peace River Bridge through Oneco 
to U. S. 41 south of Bradenton. 

Mr. Moore spoke in behalf of the widening and 
improvement of the Sarasota-Bradenton Road, 
U. S. 41, stating it had become a menace to 
traffic and some action had become necessary. 
Senator Ray said the road was almost impassable 
and urged the Road Board to make provision 
for its improvement. 
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MARION COUNTY 

Senator Wallace E. Sturgis, R. Bruce Meffert, 
Chairman, and Waldo Priest, J. O. (Jim) Munroe 
and Clarence White, Members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Carlyle Ausley, Clerk of 
the Circuit Court, W. O. Baxter of the County 
Road Department, Carl G. Rose and L. B. Thras¬ 
her of the Marion County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, were present from Marion County. 

Senator Sturgis filed a letter setting forth the 
list of roads which Marion County asks the Road 
Department to take over for maintenance, and 
a list of roads requested to be constructed, and 
asked that the Road Board give them careful 
consideration; he spoke in favor of the redesi¬ 
gnation of U. S. 27 to go by Gainesville into 
Ocala. He also invited the Board to hold a 
meeting in Ocala. 

The list of Marion County requests was as 
follows:

1. Road 316, from a point on Road 200, IV 2 

miles north of Sparr, run East to Fort 

McCoy, about 9.25 miles.

3. Road beginning at Lowell on Road 25 and 
running NW’ly via Fairfield etc. to Alachua 
County Line, about 13.6 miles. 

4. Road connecting Road 25 at Lowell with 

Road 200 at Sparr, about 5.5 miles. 

5. Road from Road 35 at Summerfield West 

to Road 475 at Dank’s Corner, 4.75 mi. 

6. Road from U. S. No. 441 at Belleview West 
to Road 475, about 5.25 miles. 

Roads Marion County requests State Road De¬ 
partment to Construct. 

1. Road No. 314 (Salt Springs Road) from Road 
40, about *4 mile E of the Oklawaha River, 
and running NE to Salt Springs, about 18.50 
miles. 

2. Road known as the Cotton Plant Road, 

from Road 40, in Sec. 16. Twp. 15 S. R 20 
E, and running West to Romeo on Road 45, 
about 8 miles. 

3. Road known as Citrus Drive, from point 

on Lake Weir Ave. V 4 mile N of Camp 
Roosevelt, thence E 1%-miles, thence N 3 V 2 
miles to Road 40, thence North V 4 mile to 
intersect county road known as McDonald 
Road, 5.25 miles. 

4. Road known as 24th Street of Ocala begin¬ 
ning at end of pavement on 24th St. thence 
No. to intersect U. S. 441 at a point 1.5 
miles north of Ocala, 2 mi. 

5. Road known as Old 74 Cut Off from the 

point of intersection of Roads 40 and 500 

due South to St. Rd. 200. about 1.25 miles. 

MARTIN COUNTY 

Senator Evans Crary, A. E. Sims, County Com¬ 
missioner, Joe Greenless, County Engineer, Otto 
J. Matausek, Vice Mayor-Commissioner of the 
City of Stuart, and Henry P. Lyons, also of 
Stuart, were present from Martin County. Mr. 
Waring Miller, representing the East Coast High¬ 
way Association, was also present. 

Mr. Greenless filed the list of requests from the 
Board of County Commissioners, as follows, and 
spoke particularly in behalf of Request No. 1: 

1. Bridge from City of Stuart across St. Lucie 
River to Sewell’s Point, as an alternate 
route for State Rd. 5. 

2. Continuation of State Road 76 from Rd. 3 
to Rd. A1A, as connecting link, about 2300 
feet in length. Also, adequate drainage on 
Road A1A in Stuart. 

3. Furnish County with R/W maps for Road 
5 from Project 640-B north to Co. line with 
request to obtain such R/W. 

4. Build farm-to-market road W from Rd. 5 
at Hobe Sound along section lines 1 mile 
north of township line 39-40 to connect 
with present Rd. 76, 12 miles. 

5. Take over maintenance of Road 714. 

6. Furnish County with information as to 
R/W requirements and location on Road 9 
through Martin Co. 

7. Build connecting link of the Bee Lee High¬ 
way from Indiantown to So. Co. line. 

8. Revise alignment of Road 5 from So. Martin 
County line north to overpass in following 
manner: the present 200’ R/W equally divid¬ 
ed from present centerline be changed 50’ 
along the E side of present centerline and 
150’ along the west side of present center- 
line, in order to retain usable ground be¬ 
tween highway and Indian River for owners 
to develop. 

9. Resume maintenance and repair of south 
5 miles of Road A1A on Jupiter Island, 
about 3 miles in Martin County and about 
2 miles in Palm Beach. 

10. Take over for maintenance of cut-off road 
from Road 76 west to Rd. 714, about 1320 
feet in length. 

11. Assume maintenance and repair or replace¬ 
ments of existing drive-ins on present shoul¬ 
der stabilization job on Road 5, and on 
any other state roads where construction 
may destroy existing drive-ins. 

12. Make proper repair and widen Road A1A 
at Hobe Sound from north bridge west to 
FECRR, and have white centerline markings 
placed for safety. 


The City of Stuart presented by letter two 
projects, as follows: 

No. 1. Request the State Road Dept, to con¬ 
tinue St. Rd. 76 on north from St. Road 
5 to Rd. A1A, as per map and aerial photo¬ 
graph attached showing present road 
known as S Colorado Ave. for purpose of 
giving Stuart a direct connecting link be¬ 
tween Road A1A and Roads 5 and 76. 
Road 76 is the shortest route from the 
Lake Okeechobee region to the East Coast, 
and by extension as outlined above this 
road will play an important part in future 
economic development of this section. 

No. 2. That SRD provide adequate drainage 
and repairs to Road A1A through City 
of Stuart. 

Mr. Miller spoke in behalf of the Stuart Bridge 
to Sewall’s Point, suggesting this as another 
outlet in case of trouble on the bridge on U. S. 
Highway No. 1. 

MONROE COUNTY 

Representative Bernie C. Papy and County 
Commissioner Harry Harris of Monroe County 
appeared before the Board and filed the follow¬ 
ing requests: 

1. Road on Sugarloaf Key, No. 939, E’ly from 
U. S. Highway 1 at Perky to connect with 
Old State Road 4-A, 2.8 miles. 

2. Road 940 starting 1.7 miles northerly from 
U. S. Highway No. 1 on Big Pine Key, run 
E’ly and N’ly across Big Pine Key to E’ly 
shoreline, 1.8 miles. Also bridge from Big 
Pine Key to No Name Key, 2200 lineal feet. 

3. Old State Highway 4-A on Key Largo, com¬ 
mencing at a point 2.7 miles E of point 
where U. S. Highway No. 1 turns to Jewfish 
Creek. From said point run E’ly on Key 
Largo about 6.3 miles to where Old Road 
4-A turned to go to Miami. 

4. Old State Road 4-A on Sugarloaf Key, run¬ 
ning from U. S. Highway No. 1 S’ly through 
Pirates Cove Fishing Camp and W’ly on down 


to Sugarloaf Creek, about 6.5 miles. 

NASSAU COUNTY 

Mayor Gordon T. Butler of Fernandina was 
present and filed a letter making request that 
State Road 200 through the City of Fernandina 
be widened, and set up for completion in the 
1949 budget. The letter stated that the need is 
urgent as a safety measure, and a number of 
photographs attached showed scenes of con¬ 
gested traffic as well as the inadequate drainage 
on this street. 

A letter from the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers designated two Farm-to-Market roads which 
they asked to be constructed as soon as possible: 

1. Drury Ferry Road from Callahan to River 
Road, 10 miles. Maple Road from Road 1 
at Hilliard to Mills Creek, 12 miles, total 
22 miles. This was heretofore designated 
as No. 1 under the Farm-to-Market Road 
program. 

2. Glenwood-Chester Road from Road 200 to 
Bell’s River, 5 and 6/10 miles. 

OKALOOSA COUNTY 

Senator Newman Brackin filed the requests 
from Okaloosa County and expressed the hope 
that the Road Board could find the funds to help 
his county out. These requests, prepared by the 
Board of County Commissioners and endorsed 
by Senator Brackin and Representative James 
Wise, were as follows: 
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1. State Road 2, known as the Hog and 
Hominy Road. Continuation of old project, 
requires 3 V 2 miles of pavement, from Oak 
Grove Bridge and intersecting Road 85 south 
of Laurel Hill. 

2. Galliver to Baker highway—about 5 miles, 
connecting Road 10 and the Milligan-Andalu- 
sia highway. 

3. Wright to U. S. Govt, road leading to 
Auxiliary Field No. 4 via Garniers, about 4 
miles. 

4. Access road to County High Schools from 
state highways: 

a. Niceville School, about 600 feet. 

b. Laurel Hill School, about Va mile. 

c. Baker School, about 1 mile. 

d. Escambia Farms School, about IVa mile. 

5. Antioch Road, a connecting road between 
Road 10 and Road 85 via Antioch, about 
5 miles. 

6. Widening and repair of State Road 10 
from Walton Co. line to Santa Rosa Co. 

7. Niceville-Rocky Bayou Road. From Niceville 
City Limits and intersecting Niceville- 
Panama City highway at Swift Creek, about 
5 miles. 

8. Dorcas to Svea Road, continuation of Road 
10 near Delico, and ending at Shoal River, 
near Dorcas, 12 miles of paving. 

9. Laurel Hill to Givens Bridge Road—runs 
about 4Va miles to Ala. St. Line. 

10. Cinco Bayou Road, from Road 85 at Cinco 
Bayou along old ferry road to intersect 
the Ft. Walton-Wright road, about 5 miles. 

OKEECHOBEE COUNTY 

Mayor H. H. Raulerson of Okeechobee, acting 
for Representative W. J. Hendry, and Mr. P. P. 
Evans were present from Okeechobee County. 
Mr. Raulerson said that Mr. Hendry regretted 
he could not attend, and submitted the list of 
requests with marked map attached, prepared by 
the Board of County Commissioners of that 
county, as follows: 

1. Paving of Road 66 from airport at Okeecho¬ 
bee to Bassinger. All R/W has been secured, 
the grading and structures completed over 
entire route. 

If SRD will pave above road, County agrees 
to pave from Bassinger to Kissimmee River, 
to connect with road under construction in 
Highlands Co. 

2. Paving of the Upthegrove Beach cut-off, 1 
mile, connecting Road 15 with Road 710. 
A most important connection, used by buses 
and others as detour when bridges are out 
on other roads. 

3. Paving of road from Road 15 NE’ly tc- 
County cemetery, 1.9 miles. County has 
R/W including bridge. 

4. Paving of state designated highway from 
point where the Hopkins Meander Line 


intersects the city limits of Okeechobee on 
the Southwest, run due west a distance 
of 2 l /a miles. Needed for school buses and 
farming interests. 

5. State Highway from its intersection with 
Road 15 about 9 miles north of city of 
Okeechobee, in a W’ly direction to Road 
66. About 9 miles. Could be paved at 
width and depth less than standard speci¬ 
fications. 

6. Secondary road known a". Eagle Bay Drive, 
from intersection with Road 70, Va mile W, 
thence E IV 2 miles, to Road 15. 

7. Curb and gutter on Road 70 within city of 
Okeechobee, necessary for road protection. 

ORANGE COUNTY 
(See Lake County) 

Senator J. B. Rodgers, Rep. Charles O. Andrews, 
Rep. Burton Thornal, Chairman Maynard Evans 
and A. D. Mims, S. P. H. Harrison, Members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, W. R. Smith, 
County Attorney, Frank Holland, County Engi¬ 
neer, Harry P. Leu, Chairman of the Roads 
Committee of the Greater Orlando Chamber of 
Commerce, and A. C. Slaughter, Secretary there¬ 
of, were present from Orange County. 

Mr. Leu presented the requests which had been 
agreed upoi?. for Orange County, stating to the 
Board that all interests in the County were 
united on this program: 

1. Completion of the links in the Cross State 
Highway, as follows: 

a. Orange Blossom Trail to City Limits. 

b. Bithlo to Mulberry Mound. 

c. Minorville to Lake County line. 

d. Colonial Drive from Mills to Orange 
Blossom Trail. 

2. Fairbanks Ave. in Winter Park from 
Pennsylvania Ave. to Park Ave. 

3. Lee Road from 17 and 92 in Winter Park 
to Old Apopka Highway. 

4. Gore Ave. from Parramore to Orange Blos¬ 
som Trail. 

Maintenance and Widening of following' 
projects: 

1. State Highway 15, widening of old section 
in community of Conway. 

2. State Road 426 from Brewer Ave. in Winter 
Park, E to Seminole Co. Line. 

3. From Ocoee to Apopka. 

The Orange County delegation had appeared 
with Lake County in interest of completion of 
the Cross-state Highway, and had also been 
joined by Senator Getzen of Sumter County, 
who urged continuation of the survey through his 
county. 

OSCEOLA COUNTY 

The delegation from Osceola County included 
Chairman Hardy Simmons and A. G. Mann and 
M. M. Overstreet, Members of the Board of 


County Commissioners, Sid Sharpe, Road Super¬ 
visor, and Lawrence Rogers, County Attorney. 

Mr. Rogers filed the list of requests prepared 
by the Board of County Commissioners and ap¬ 
proved and endorsed by the Senator and Repre¬ 
sentatives, as follows: 

1. That all project commitments heretofore 
made affecting Osceola County, except those 
actually under construction and in course of 
completion, be rescinded. 

2. That the new project for 1949 consist of the 
following, in order of priority: 

a. That the sum of $100,000 be set up for 
completion of Boggy Creek Road, Sec. 5, 
Twp. 25 S, R 30 E, along present surveyed 
route to Road 15. Road Dept, urged to 
secure matching Fed. aid funds in like 
amount. 

b. After the above $100,000, we understand 
there is balance of approx. $77,000 more or 
less to credit of Osceola Co. 80% funds. 
Request this be set up for resurfacing of 
Johnson Island Road, State Road 531, from 
Road 600 south along present hard-surfaced 
road about 7 miles. County desires, if pos¬ 
sible, this road be set up on a farm-to- 
market basis, so Fed. funds will be avail¬ 
able. If so, there may be a balance left in 
the $77,000 80% funds. 

c. If a balance is left in 80% fund to credit 
of Osceola Co., Board asks that it be set 
up as farm-to-market project on Canoe 
Creek Road, from Road 500 at 13th St. in St. 
Cloud, and runs south about 11 miles. Also 
a connection commencing at intersection of 
Canoe Creek Road with Road 525 and run 
SE’ly about 2 miles, making an overall 
length of this entire Canoe Creek project 
about 14 miles. 

d. Take over for maintenance the Kissimmee- 
Vineland Road from Orange Co. line to 
Road 600 in Kissimmee. 

PALM BEACH COUNTY 

A telegram from Representative B. Elliott ex¬ 
pressed his regret at being unable to be present. 
Members of the Palm Beach County delegation 
included Rep. John E. Bollinger, Lake Lytal, 
Chairman, and Paul Rardin, C. Y. Byrd, John 
Prince and Kenneth P. Foster, Members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, Harry Johnston, 
County Attorney, Jake Boyd, County Engineer, 
R. B. McKee, Executive Secretary to the Board, 
and Wareing T. Miller, Member of the Resources 
Development Board of Palm Beach County. 

Mr. Lytal filed the resolution of the Board 
of County Commissioners urging the Department 
to begin construction on the County’s FSIC road 
and bridge program as soon as possible, advertise 
for bids and award contract for Congress Avenue 
and Military Trail Bridges, to be followed by the 
remaining projects as soon as plans are com¬ 
plete and in line with scheduling recommended 
by the County Board. 

Also, a resolution containing the following 
requests: 

1. Completion of all work in progress or under 
contract carried over from 1948, i.e.: 

a. Road 5 through Riviera and Lake Park. 

b. Construction of Riviera Bridge, includ¬ 
ing paving approach.

Mr. Lytal spoke regarding Road A1A, request¬ 
ing the grading if not both grading and paving; 
he also advised they were very anxious to get 
their FSIC program under way, and he urged 
the Board to go ahead and advertise the two 
bridges which are ready. 

A resolution from the City Council of the 
City of Delray Beach, urged the Board to proceed 
with the resurfacing and improving of U. S. 
Highway No. 1, and for its reconstruction through 
Delray Beach, to a width of 44 feet, with proper 
curb and gutter section, storm sewers and 
sidewalks. The resolution assured the Board 
that the city will continue to have a building 
and zoning ordinance which requires a 2-foot 
setback for all new construction, and will pass 
and keep in force an ordinance prohibiting park¬ 
ing along this highway when it has been im¬ 
proved as requested. 

A telegram from J. C. Mitchell, Mayor of the 
Town of Boca Raton, urged the completion of 
the Palmetto Park Road, State Road 808 project 
to A1A. 

Mr. Bollinger expressed appreciation for the 
opportunity of appearing before the Board and 
stated they were anxiously awaiting the com¬ 
pletion of the four-lane highway. He offered 
his cooperation with the Department. 

PASCO COUNTY 

Senator J. C. Getzen, Rep. George Dayton, 
Kenneth Barnes, County Attorney, Chairman A. 
H. Schrader and Otis Allen, Willie Baillie, M. E. 
Godwin and J. E. Rhodes, Members of the Board 
of County Commissioners, Mayor James Croley, 
George Nikolai and Oscar Hethema, of Dade 
City, O. J. Harvey, R. E. Baillie and Walter L. 
Price were present from Pasco County. 

Senator Getzen spoke in behalf of the County’s 
road program, as did Mr. Dayton and Judge 
Barnes. The latter also spoke about the old 
route of U. S. 19 and asked that this be num¬ 
bered 19-A or an alternate route. 

The resolution from the Board of County 
Commissioners, concurred in by the City Com¬ 
mission of Dade City, made the following 
requests: 

First Priority on the Farm-to-Market or Fed¬ 
eral Secondary System: 

Road 52 from point near Pasco Station via San 
Antonio to Dade City, Resurfacing and re¬ 
building. 

First Priority for Construction of State Roads: 
Sections of Roads 50, 41 and 35 connecting 
Brooksville and Dade City with Lakeland. 
Reconstruction to Polk County Line. 

Another resolution from the Board of County 
Commissioners requested the State to take over 
for maintenance the extension of State Road 
575 from Tril-Coochee to Blanton by way of 
Trilby.

This road stands at 
head of the County’s priority list of 
Federal projects in Polk Co. County 
has at very great cost secured all 
R/W between Haines City and Lake 
County line, and construction set up 
in 1948 budget. Request that provision 
be made in 1949 budget for construc¬ 
tion. 

MAINTENANCE REQUESTS; 

First: State Road 630, from Frostproof to 

Fort Meade, to be taken over for main¬ 
tenance. Section east of Frostproof 
now under state maintenance. 

Second: State Road from Auburndale via Win¬ 
ter Haven Cypress Gardens to Waverly, 
to be taken over for maintenance. 
Used by citrus growers and also by 
tourists visiting Bok Tower and 
Cypress Gardens. 

Third: Road from overpass on Road 555 South 
of Winter Haven, thence South to 
Road 60, known as Rifle Range Road. 
This road has recently been recon¬ 
structed by SRD and is in excellent 
condition.

Several letters were received from phosphate 
companies and workers in the Brewster area, 
complaining of the condition of Road 37 south 
of Mulberry and urging the Road Department 
to reconstruct it during the year 1949. These 
letters referred to the considerable amount paid 
in taxes and the large quantities of gasoline 
used in this area, and asked for favorable con¬ 
sideration of this request. 

A later letter from the Board of County 
Commissioners made a supplemental request for 
the construction of two truck routes around 
Bartow and Lakeland, one through the northern 
part of the city of Lakeland for east and west 
traffic, and a by-pass truck route around the 
business section of Bartow. 

Representative Murray stated the entire Polk 
County delegation approved heartily of the pro¬ 
gram adopted and requested of the Road Depart¬ 
ment. He spoke of his special interest in the 
maintenance of the road from Frostproof to 
Fort Meade. Representative Smith spoke in 
favor of Road 25 and urged that it be built this 


year, and Mr. Wadsworth spoke of the hard 
work in getting all the right of way. Mr. Crago, 
Manager of the American Cyanamid Company, 
spoke earnestly about Road 37 south of Mul¬ 
berry and of its dangerous condition for the 
heavy bus traffic as well as other types of heavy 
traffic having to use this road daily. 

Mayor Cobb spoke especially for the by-pass 
for Bartow, to relieve the dangerous conditions 
caused there by the tremendous truck traffic. 

Mayor Maxcy urged the Board to take over 
the road between Frostproof and Fort Meade 
for maintenance. 

Mr. Selph spoke in behalf of the truck route 
around the City of Lakeland, and asked that this 
survey be completed and construction started as 
soon as possible.

Representative Saunders invitefd the Road 
Board to hold a meeting in Fort Pierce as com¬ 
plimentary guests of the City, and he filed a 
resolution from the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners listing the requests of St. Lucie County, 
in order of their priority:
